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INTRODUCTION 


His  t ory 

After  the  death  of  my  father,  Franklin  Hix,  in  June 
1902,  my  uncle,  Milton  Clauser,  persuaded  my  mother,  Eliza¬ 
beth,  to  join  him  and  his  family  in  Denver,  Colorado.  It 
was,  therefore,  in  the  early  spring  of  1903,  that  my  mother 
sold  her  property  and  with  her  two  youngest  children, 
Charles  and  me,  left  S har t les v il le ,  Pennsylvania  for  the 
West.  My  older  brother,  William,  remained  in  school  at 
Philadelphia.  He  died  in  1910  at  Ithaca,  New  York. 

Before  we  left  the  East,  the  Shar tlesville  Primary 
School,  on  April  3,  1903,  presented  my  brother  and  me  each 
with  a  book.  On  the  flyleaves  were  written  the  name  of  the 
teacher.  Miss  Amy  K.  Wagner,  and  the  names  of  the  scholars: 
Florence  Kantner,  Lila  Lesher,  Lillian  Rentschler,  Kate 
Mengel,  Cora  Hollenbach,  Edith  White,  Esther  M.  Hix,  Mary 
K.  Burger,  Mammie  Emerich,  Hannah  Long,  Minerva  Rentschler, 
Esther  Machmer,  Edna  M.  Ney,  Bertha  Stoyer,  Sallie  Schlaes- 
man,  Walter  Ritzman,  Clarence  Degler,  John  J.  Albright, 
George  Stoudt,  Miles  Degler,  Herbert  Degler,  Francis 
Rentschler,  Frank  Aschenbach,  Oscar  Schlaesman,  Miles 
Schlicher,  Daniel  Schlaesman,  Claude  Stoyer. 

In  that  spring  of  1903,  as  we  approached  Denver'  by 
train,  we  saw  for  the  first  time  mountains  covered  with 
perpetual  snow. 
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The  transfer  from  the  small  Pennsylvania  German  town 
of  S har ties vllle  to  the  West  confronted  my  brother  and  me 
with  language  difficulties.  Although  English  was  spoken  in 
the  Shar tlesville  schools  and  in  Sunday  School,  Pennsylvania 
German  was  the  language  of  the  home  and  the  town,  and 
Standard  German  the  language  of  the  church.  However,  with 
the  help  of  my  uncle's  family  we  soon  became  familiar  with 
English. 

My  uncle,  a  supervisor  in  the  Denver  schools,  lived  in 
a  three-storied  residence  at  the  corner  of  39th  and  Goss 
(now  Tejon)  in  North  Denver.  His  homestead  in  Estes  Park 
was  used  for  our  summer  vacations.  During  the  first  two 
years  the  two-day  journeys  between  Denver  and  Estes  Park 
were  made  by  carriage  and  a  covered  wagon  for  luggage.  We 
went  up  the  North  St.  Vrain  and  over  what  was  then  known  as 
Rowel  Hill.  Our  stop  for  the  night  was  spent  at  the  Hall 
Ranch,  a  short  distance  above  Lyons  at  the  mouth  of  the 
St.  Vrain  Canyon. 

These  trips  were  soon  simplified  by  my  uncle's  purchase 
of  an  automobile.  He  bought  one  of  the  first  three  Stanley 
Steamers  shipped  to  Colorado  for  sale  in  1904.  The  car 
carried  four  people,  weighed  eight  hundred  fifty  pounds, 
cost  seven  hundred  fifty  dollars,  and  traveled  eighteen 
miles  an  hour.  It  was  endowed  with  unusual  power  and  great 
endurance  for  wear  and  tear,  which  made  it  ideal  for  steep, 
rough  mountain  roads.  At  that  time,  the  roads,  not  only  to 
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Estes  Park  but  over  the  Continental  Divide,  were  not  the 
wide  paved  highways  now  in  use. 

The  inventor  of  this  car,  F.  0.  Stanley,  came  to  Estes 
Park  each  summer  for  many  years.  He  built  the  Stanley 
Hotel  and  established  the  first  bus  service  (Stanley 
Steamers)  between  the  Park  and  the  valley  towns.  Although 
Mr.  Stanley  was  the  first  to  drive  a  car  to  Estes  Park,  my 
uncle  was  a  close  second. 

Soon  after  our  arrival  in  the  West  my  mother  took  up  a 
homestead  of  one  hundred  sixty  acres  on  the  east  ridge  of 
Estes  Park.  She  was  required  to  build  a  habitable  house; 
to  cultivate  a  small  area,  which  she  used  for  a  vegetable 
garden;  to  pay  three  dollars  an  acre;  and  to  live  on  the 
tract  part  of  each  year  for  three  years.  In  a  short  time 
she  made  Estes  Park  her  permanent  residence  and  bought  a 
business  building  in  the  village,  as  well  as  a  home  nearby. 

It  was  during  my  late  teens  that  I  became  curious  about 
the  origin  of  my  Pennsylvania  German  ancestors,  all  of  whom 
had  settled  in  Berks  County.  The  Pennsylvania  Germans  are 
the  Germans  who  settled  in  Pennsylvania  before  the  eighteen 
hundreds.  Germans  of  a  later  period  seem  not  to  be  included 
in  this  clannish  group.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are 
about  six  million  descendants  of  these  Pennsylvania  Germans 
in  the  United  States  today. 

.  At  the  time  the  Pennsylvania  Germans  came  to  this 
country,  there  was  no  German  kingdom.  Germany,  as  we 
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ordinarily  think  of  it,  was  composed  of  a  number  of  small 
states  or  principalities,  each  ruled  by  an  elector,  duke, 
bishop,  king,  prince  or  margrave.  Sometimes  the  same  royal 
family  ruled  several  different  states,  which  were  separated 
by  other  states.  For  instance,  the  two  states,  the  Upper 
and  Lower  Palatinates,  were  separated  by  Wurttemberg,  but 
nevertheless  were  ruled  by  the  same  family.  In  1715  the 
Lower  Palatinate  included  what  is  now  the  eastern  part  of 
Rhineland  Pfalz,  west  of  the  Rhine  River,  containing  the 
cities  of  Worms  and  Spires.  It  also  included  a  part  of  what 
is  now  known  as  Baden,  on  the  east  side  of  the  Rhine  River, 
where  HeideLberg  and  Manheim  are  situated.  The  principality 
of  the  Upper  Palatinate  in  1715  was  located  in  what  is  now 
Eastern  Bavaria  along  the  Upper  Danube  River.  It  began  near 
the  town  of  Neuburg  on  the  Danube  and  extended  eastward 
including  the  cities  of  Regensburg  and  Munich. 

Apparently  many  of  the  Pennsylvania  Germans  came  from 
the  Palatinates  because  in  time  the  term  Palatine  became  a 
general  term  applied  to  all  Pennsylvania  Germans.  However, 
a  very  large  number  of  them  came  from  the  other  middle  and 
southern  states  within  the  Rhine  Valley.  Among  them  were 
Wurttemberg,  which  included  part  of  Swabia,  Baden,  Franconia, 
Lorraine,  Nassau,  Hesse-Cassel  and  Bavaria.  Very  few  came 
from  Hanover;  however,  some  came  from  the  German  states  of 
Switzerland.  The  names  of  the  German  states  are  confusing 
because  a  state  of  several  centuries  ago  may  have  had  the

same  name  as  a  state  of  today,  although  the  state  of  today 
may  not  Include  as  much  as  an  inch  of  the  state  by  the  same 
name  several  hundred  years  ago.  Comparatively  few  settlers 
came  to  Berks  County  from  the  Low  Countries  or  northern 
German  states.  The  south  boundary  of  the  Low  Countries  ex¬ 
tended  roughly  from  a  point  slightly  north  of  Liege  on  the 
Muse  River,  over  to  Dusseldorf,  to  Elberfield,  then  dipped 
south  almost  to  the  small  river  Sieg.  From  there  it  bent 
to  the  northeast  to  Magdeburg  on  the  Elbe.  About  one-third 
of  the  German  states  were  north  of  this  boundary,  including 
the  northern  part  of  the  Rhine  Valley.  These  Low  Countries 
had  a  monopoly  on  names  ending  with  brink ,  but tel ,  f leth, 
hude ,  koog,  and  kuhl .  Few  if  any  of  these  names  were  found 
in  early  Berks  County. 

French  Huguenots  were  among  the  early  settlers  of 
Pennsylvania.  Although  a  few  came  directly  from  France, 
most  of  them  were  descendants  of  those  who  had  emigrated 
to  German  and  Swiss  states  during  the  persecutions  in  France, 
and  who  had  intermarried  with  the  Germans.  It  is  believed 
that  Pennsylvania  received  at  least  as  many  Huguenots  as 
any  other  colony.  Some  of  these  settled  in  Berks  County 
in  Alsace  (Elsass)  Township  in  the  Oley  Valley.  Most  of 
them  came  from  Alsace,  Franconia,  Baden,  Hesse-Cassel  and 
the  Palatinates.  It  is  doubtful  that  any  came  from 
Wurttemberg,  for  its  Lutheran  clergy  refused  to  give 
refuge  to  the  Huguenots,  who  were  Calvinists. 
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Besides  German  names,  names  of  other  nationalities  were 
found  on  church  records.  Among  the  French  were  de  Chant, 
Delanney,  Delcamp,  de  Vries,  Berthelot,  Gannat,  Jacques, 
Morrett,  Perlett,  Undree,  La  Seur,  Le  Fevre,  Le  Marr.  Al¬ 
though  names  beginning  with  de^  were  found  among  Swiss, 
German,  and  Dutch  immigrants,  they  may  have  been  those  of 
French  Huguenots  who  had  fled  to  various  countries  at  an 
earlier  period.  In  some  cases,  the  de  in  a  Dutch  name  in 


Pennsylvania  may  have  evolved  from  Ter ,  like  Ter  Dirk  to 
De  Turk.  V an  is  Dutch  and  V on  is  German.  Among  early 
German  names  are  found  von  Bieren,  von  Bestenbost,  von 
Haven  and  von  Lude.  Also  among  the  early  settlers  of  Berks 
County  are  found  British  names:  Boone,  Connor,  Copeland, 
Hicks  (Hix) ,  Hikins,  Lightfoot,  Morgan,  Price,  Jones,  Morris 
Turner.  These  British  were  seldom  the  original  immigrants 
but  rather  their  descendants. 

Berks  County,  which  was  predominantly  Lutheran  and 
Reformed  in  the  early  days,  as  was  the  entire  Pennsylvania 
German  area,  had  a  small  percentage  of  its  population  repre¬ 
sented  by  a  number  of  other  beliefs.  These  were  the  Swedish 
Lutherans,  Moravians,  Mennonites,  Amish,  Dunkards,  Quakers 
(1760),  and  a  few  Episcopalians,  Catholics,  and  Baptists. 

The  Amish,  who  came  from  the  Swiss  and  German  states, 
had  their  earliest  settlement  (1766)  about  two  miles  west 
of  Hamburg,  Berks  County,  where  they  built  a  schoolhouse, 
the  foundation  of  which  was  still  visible  in  1953,  but 
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since  then  has  been  wiped  out  by  road  operations.  Many  of 
the  Amish  and  Mennonites  came  from  the  District  of  Thum, 
Switzerland,  where  the  names  Kaufman,  Gerber,  Burger, 

Lehman,  Raber,  Weber,  Zimmerman,  Himmelber ger ,  Schlabech, 
Mosiman,  and  Ulrich  are  quite  common,  and  so  it  is  possible 
that  some  of  the  settlers  bearing  these  names  in  the  region 
of  the  Amish  schoolhouse  came  originally  from  the  German 
Swiss  s  tates . 

The  Baptist  Brethern  (Dunkards)  had  an  early  church 
west  of  Shar tlesville,  later  known  as  Seiffert's  school- 
house,  which  is  now  used  as  a  filling  station.  They  still 
have  a  church  in  Bethel  Township.  Their  church,  established 
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in  1860  in  Centre  Township,  was  short  lived.  Like  the 
Dunkards,  the  Moravians  had  a  church  in  Bethel  Township  by 
1745,  and  their  church  near  Bernville,  Penn  Township,  was 
established  as  early  as  1742. 

Although  these  specific  settlements  are  in  the  region 
where  most  of  the  families  with  which  I  am  concerned  set¬ 
tled,  none  of  the  families  were  connected  with  the  sects  of 
these  localities.  Most  of  them  were  Lutheran  or  Reformed  - 
the  two  religions  followed  by  ninety  percent  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Germans.  It  is  much  too  long  a  story  to  give 
here  in  detail  the  events  which  caused  these  people  to  come 
to  America.  Primarily,  they  came  because  they  wished  to 
escape  religious  persecutions,  but  also  because  they  had 
endured  a  long  series  of  destructive  wars  which  produced 
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poor  economic  conditions  and  widespread  demoralization. 

The  struggle  between  Protestant  and  Catholic  princes 
eventually  led  to  what  is  known  as  the  Thirty  Years  War 
(1618-1648),  which  gradually  involved  most  of  the  European 
countries.  Although  the  Treaty  of  Westphalia  ended  the  war 
and  gave  to  Catholics,  Lutherans,  and  Calvinists  equal 
rights,  it  did  not  settle  the  persecutions,  because  each 
prince,  when  he  came  into  power,  forced  his  faith  upon  his 
subjects . 

Furthermore,  the  War  of  the  Palatinate  (1688-1697)  was 
soon  begun  by  Louis  XIV,  not  only  because  he  wanted  the 
Palatinate  for  his  sister-in-law,  wife  of  the  Duke  of 
Orleans  and  sister  of  Elector  Charles,  who  had  no  male 
issue,  but  because  he  resented  those  subjects  of  independent 
spirit  who  had  harbored  the  French  Huguenots  when  he  had 
driven  them  abroad  by  religious  persecutions. 

Louis  XIV  sent  huge  armies  into  the  Rhine  Valley  that 
methodically  devastated  the  area  by  burning  crops,  villages, 
and  cities,  until  only  desolation  remained.  The  ruins  of 
the  Castle  of  Heidelberg  is  an  example  of  his  vandalism. 

The  Treaty  of  Ryswick,  1697,  ended  this  war,  but  peace 
did  not  last  long,  for  again  in  1700  Louis  XIV  started 
another  war  instigated  by  dynastic  ambition.  He  was  eager 
that  Philip,  Duke  of  Anjou,  his  second  grandson,  should 
inherit  the  crown  of  Spain.  His  ambition  resulted  in  the 
War  of  the  Spanish  Succession.  Eventually,  for  various  and 
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complicated  reasons,  most  of  the  European  countries  were 
again  involved. 

What  is  important  to  us  here  is  that  most  of  the  fight¬ 
ing  in  these  wars  was  carried  on  in  the  Rhine  Valley  all  the 
way  from  the  Netherlands  into  Bavaria.  By  the  time  the  War 
of  the  Spanish  Succession  ended  with  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht 
(1713),  people  from  the  Rhine  Valley  had  already  begun 
moving  down  the  River  to  Holland,  where  they  took  ships  for 
the  New  World.  After  1727  the  ships  sailing  from  Holland 
stopped  in  England,  probably  docking  at  the  wharves  of 
London's  West  India  Company.  After  they  received  their 
clearance,  they  usually  sailed  to  Cowes  on  the  Isle  of 
Wight  or  Portsmouth  nearby.  From  here  their  two  or  three 
months'  journey  across  the  Atlantic  began. 

The  people  of  the  German  states  suffered  more  continu¬ 
ously  than  did  the  French  Huguenots;  nevertheless,  they  too 
were  persecuted.  As  early  as  the  16th  Century,  under  the 
leadership  of  Catharine  de  Medici,  more  than  one  hundred 
thousand  were  slain.  By  the  end  of  the  reign  of  Louis  XIV 
over  four  hundred  thousand  had  fled  to  the  eastern  section 
of  England,  to  the  Netherlands,  to  Switzerland,  and  to  the 
German  states . 

Across  the  Channel  in  England  persecution  by  imprison¬ 
ment  of  the  nonconformists  took  place  in  the  sixteen  hundreds. 
One  of  these  sects,  the  Quakers,  had  as  one  of  their  leaders, 
William  Penn,  son  of  Admiral  Wm.  Penn,  to  whom  King  Charles 
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II  was  heavily  indebted.  In  order  to  pay  this  debt,  the 
King  gave  Penn  the  colony  of  Pennsylvania  on  March  4,  1681. 

Penn  was  made  the  sole  Proprietor  with  ample  power  to  form 
a  government  which,  however,  had  to  be  approved  by  the  King. 

Penn  was  interested  in  the  colony  as  an  experiment  for 
religious  liberty,  but  his  children,  who  were  his  heirs  and 
who  had  returned  to  the  Church  of  England,  were  interested 
only  in  the  colony  as  a  business  venture.  In  1778,  the 
State  bought  the  remaining  unclaimed  land  from  the  Penns 
with  the  idea  of  selling  it  to  future  settlers  after  the 
Revolution. 

Some  of  the  members  of  the  Penn  family  came  to  the 
colony.  William  Penn  came  over  in  1682  with  about  one 
hundred  colonists.  He  visited  New  Castle,  Delaware,  for  he 
already  had  a  proprietary  interest  in  that  colony  as  well 
as  in  the  colony  of  New  Jersey.  From  New  Castle  he  went  to 
Philadelphia,  a  town  site  which  he  had  previously  selected 
at  the  junction  of  the  Schuylkill  and  Delaware  Rivers. 

During  the  early  1700's  Penn's  son,  William,  lived  in 
Philadelphia.  Later  his  son,  John,  made  a  year's  stay,  but 
son,  Thomas,  lived  there  for  fifteen  years.  In  1765  John 
Penn,  a  grandson,  became  governor  and  continued  in  that 
office  until  the  Revolutionary  War.  William  Penn,  Sr.  made 
another  trip  in  1699.  He  died  in  1718,  the  most  successful 
of  all  the  colonial  proprietors,  and  one  of  the  great 
figures  of  his  time. 
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Being  half  Dutch  by  birth,  William  Penn  was  deeply 
aware  of  the  religious  and  economic  persecutions  on  the 
Continent.  He  made  several  journeys  into  Germany  and  Hol¬ 
land  to  explain  to  the  pe  °ple  his  avowed  purpose  of  estab¬ 
lishing  a  colony  to  provide  for  religious  freedom.  As  a 
result,  a  large  number  of  Germans  came  to  Pennsylvania.  By 
1727  there  were  fourteen  thousand  of  them  in  this  colony; 
by  1776  there  were  one  hundred  thousand;  and  by  1790  one- 
third  of  the  population  of  the  state,  or  about  one  hundred 
forty  thousand,  were  Germans.  As  these  immigrants  arrived, 
they  spread  out  in  all  directions  from  Philadelphia.  It  was 
quite  natural  that  Berks  County  was  first  settled  in  the 
southeast  section  along  the  Schuylkill  River,  then  west 
along  the  Tulpehocken. 

However,  the  first  settlers  in  western  Berks  did  not 
come  from  Philadelphia,  but  from  New  York,  where  they  had 
arrived  in  1710  and  had  settled  in  the  Schoharie  Valley. 
Because  of  several  unprincipled  characters,  Governor  Hunter 
and  Livingstone,  a  landed  proprietor,  they  were  deprived  of 
their  lands  and  improvements.  Therefore,  in  the  spring  of 
1723  and  again  in  1728,  at  the  invitation  of  Sir  William 
Keith,  governor  of  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania,  a  number 
of  these  families  came  to  Berks  County,  where  they  settled 
along  the  banks  of  the  Tulpehocken  and  its  tributary  creeks. 

About  a  decade  later,  Germans  who  had  arrived  at 
Philadelphia  settled  north  of  this  group  and  also  west  of 
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the  Schuylkill  River  along  the  Blue  Mountains.  It  is  this 
second  group  mentioned,  of  western  Berks  County,  to  whom 
most  of  the  lineages  here  given  belong. 

Soon  after  the  arrival  at  Philadelphia  the  immigrants 
made  contact  with  the  land  officers,  who  informed  them 
where  desirable  tracts  of  land  could  be  had,  to  which  they 
would  receive  the  title  from  the  Proprietors.  After  they 
had  selected  a  tract,  a  small  fee  was  paid  and  a  warrant 
issued  instructing  the  public  surveyor  to  measure  and  plot 
the  land  in  the  settler's  name.  Once  the  warrant  was 
issued,  the  settler  had  full  possession  of  the  land.  He 
could  sell  his  tract  and  get  a  warrant  for  another  tract, 
even  though  the  first  was  not  paid  for  to  the  Proprietors. 
The  rate  before  1750  was  five  to  fifteen  pounds  sterling 
for  one  hundred  acres.  During  the  French  and  Indian  Wars 
and  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  rate  was  about  half  as  much. 
In  order  to  get  a  Patent,  which  was  in  the  form  of  a  Deed, 
the  settler  had  to  pay  the  full  amount  to  the  Proprietors. 

These  settlers  had  the  usual  problems  of  frontiersmen, 
but  it  was  not  until  after  1750,  when  the  French  aroused 
the  Indians  against  the  settlers,  that  the  people  north  and 
south  of  the  Blue  Mountains  had  to  defend  themselves  and 
their  property  against  the  ravages  of  the  Indians. 

Originally,  the  eastern  part  of  Pennsylvania  was 
inhabited  mostly  by  the  Delaware  and  Shawnee  Indians,  who 
had  relinquished  their  last  claim  to  Berks  County  in  1732. 
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They  moved  west  and  north,  finally  coining  under  the  power  of 
the  Iroquois  Indians  or  Six  Nations. 

Unfortunately,  Pennsylvania  had  no  militia  system;  thus 
the  settler  found  himself  in  a  bad  state  of  affairs.  The 
Quakers,  most  of  whom  were  settled  in  Philadelphia,  were 
opposed  to  war.  They  were  in  power  and  refused  to  have  a 
militia  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  the  governors  sent  from 
England  were  in  favor  of  one.  The  Quakers  received  support 
from  some  of  the  Mennonites  and  Amish,  who,  also  as  a  matter 
of  religious  convictions,  were  opposed  to  bearing  arms. 
George  Fox  and  Menno  Simons  had  much  in  common,  for  both 
opposed  war,  oaths,  and  bringing  suits  in  law.  The 
Moravians  and  Schwenkf elders  were  averse  to  bearing  arms 
except  in  self-defense.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  the 
overwhelming  majority  of  Pennsylvania  Germans  were  Lutheran 
and  Calvinists,  whose  tenets  contained  no  absolute  injunc¬ 
tions  against  military  combat. 

This  theory  of  non-resistance  was  possible  for  awhile, 
but  finally  it  became  a  serious  danger.  Not  until  the  leg¬ 
islature  of  the  Province  was  purged  of  the  Quakers  through 
an  act  by  the  King  was  it  possible  to  pass  laws  for  a 
militia  and  fortifications.  After  Braddock's  defeat  in 
1753  at  Ft.  Duquesne  until  about  1764,  Indian  brutality  and 
ferocity  was  most  intense  in  Berks  and  Lancaster  Counties. 

Upon  learning  that  the  Indians  had  united  with  the 
French,  the  government  built  a  line  of  forts  from  the 
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Susquehanna  to  the  Delaware  River.  These  forts  were  about 
twelve  miles  apart  along  the  Blue  Mountains  of  Berks  (which 
then  included  Schuylkill)  and  Lancaster  (now  Dauphin  and 
Lebanon)  Counties. 

The  purpose  of  these  forts  was  different  from  those  of 
today.  They  served  mostly  as  places  of  refuge  in  times  of 
danger,  but  because  of  the  distance  between  them,  they  were 
not  entirely  satisfactory.  The  Indians  were  guerilla 
fighters  who  could  easily  evade  the  forts.  This  meant  that 
the  settlers  were  usually  killed  while  at  work  in  the 
fields . 

These  forts  were  occupied  by  soldiers  selected  by  the 
Governor,  usually  chosen  from  the  German  settlers.  They 
sent  out  scouting  parties  and  kept  constant  watch. 

Fort  Henry  or  Dietrich  Six's  was  located  in  Bethel 
Township,  Berks  County  about  three  miles  north  of  Millers- 
burg.  Fort  Northkill,  built  in  1754,  was  two  miles  east  of 
Strausstown  in  Upper  Tulpehocken  on  the  Northkill,  which 
empties  into  the  Tulpehocken  Creek  at  Bernville.  Dietrich 
Snyder's  fort,  or  rather  watch  tower,  was  less  than  two 
miles  east  of  Fort  Northkill  along  the  road  that  leads  from 
Strausstown  to  Pottsville.  From  the  tower,  the  countryside 
could  be  seen  for  a  distance  of  twenty  miles.  Any  building 
or  crop  set  on  fire  by  the  Indians  could  be  detected,  a 
message  could  be  sent  to  Fort  Northkill,  and  measures  could 
be  taken  to  drive  the  Indians  away. 
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Ft.  Lebanon,  erected  in  1754,  on  the  fork  of  the  two 
branches  of  the  Schuylkill,  about  one  and  a  half  miles  east 
of  Auburn,  Schuylkill  County  (then  Berks);  Fort  Henry; 
Northkill;  and  Dietrich  Snyder's  were  those  with  which  the 
families  given  here  were  most  directly  concerned.  Ft. 
Franklin  at  the  east  end  of  Albany  Township  was  also  on  the 
Berks  frontier. 

The  most  western  fort  of  this  chain  was  Ft.  Hunter, 
near  Harrisburg  on  the  Susquehanna.  There  were  also  Ft. 
Harris  at  Harrisburg;  Ft.  Manada,  Dauphin  County;  Ft. 

Swatara,  Lebanon  County;  Ft.  Everet,  Lehigh  County;  Ft. 

Allen,  Carbon  County;  Ft.  Augusta  on  the  Susquehanna  at 
Shamoken,  Northumberland  County. 

During  this  period  of  warring  with  the  Indians,  the 
settlers  remodeled  some  of  their  buildings  to  serve  as 
fortifications.  Jacob  Kauffman  used  both  his  home  and  his 
mill  as  forts.  His  brother,  Christian,  and  Christian's 
brother-in-law,  Snabele,  were  killed  by  the  Indians  in  1758. 

A  Jacob  Clauser  and  his  wife  were  killed  near  the  Blue 
Mountains  on  March  6,  1756.  A  Spatz  family  of  six  was 
killed  near  Fort  Northkill.  In  1754  the  Frederick  Mayer 
family  was  almost  completely  wiped  out.  Members  of  the 
Hochstetter  family  just  west  of  S har ties ville  were  murdered. 
An  eight-year-old  boy,  probably  of  the  Jacob  Reichard  family, 
near  the  Jacob  and  George  Kaufman  places  (later  Daniel 
Berger's),  was  kidnapped.  In  1755  the  family  of  John 
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Frantz,  a  Mr.  Lebenguth,  the  wife  of  Michael  Ditzler,  a  Mrs. 
Kobel,  and  Rudolph  Kandel  were  all  murdered  in  Tulpehocken 
which  was  in  the  area  where  John  Clauser  had  settled.  Mrs. 
Kobel  may  have  been  related  to  Godfrey  Kobel,  a  neighbor  of 
Conrad  Weiser.  In  Schuylkill  County,  murders  were  committed 
by  marauding  Indians  as  late  as  1795.  They  burned  the  Red 
Church  near  Orwigsburg  in  1757.  It  is  believed  that  here 
and  at  Cressona  there  once  were  Indian  villages.  The  farm 
of  Conrad  Hicks  was  located  near  Cressona,  and  stories  of 
Indian  raids  were  passed  down  by  his  descendants.  No  doubt 
hundreds  of  settlers  were  killed  whose  names  will  never  be 
known . 

During  the  period  between  1754  and  1764  settlers  from 
north  of  the  Blue  Mountains  and  from  counties  west  moved 
into  that  part  of  Berks  south  of  the  mountains.  The  farmers 
of  the  area  both  fed  and  housed  them  temporarily.  Some 
moved  to  Reading  while  others  went  as  far  as  Philadelphia. 
Those  years  were  full  of  danger  and  confusion. 

A  few  years  after  Braddock's  defeat,  the  Royal  American 
Regiment  under  Colonel  Henri  Bouquet  defeated  the  Indians  at 
Ft.  Duquesne.  This  regiment,  the  most  effective  unit  in  the 
French  and  Indian  War,  was  made  up  almost  entirely  of 
Germans  from  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland.  Its  chaplain, 
Michael  Schlatter,  and  several  of  the  commanders  were 
Pennsylvania  Germans.  The  Pennsylvania  Germans  participated 
in  most  of  the  battles  between  1754  and  1764.  It  was  the 
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Germans  along  the  Blue  Mountains  and  south  through  Lancaster 
County  who  furnished  the  wagons,  and  it  was  the  German  popu¬ 
lation  that  furnished  most  of  the  provisions.  This  was  also 
the  case  in  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  Pennsylvania  Germans  knew  the  art  of  rifling  gun 
barrels;  so  they  were  equipped  with  weapons  not  available 
in  other  colonies.  They  knew  how  to  temper  steel,  how  to 
bore  rifle  barrels,  and  how  to  fashion  the  stocks  of  guns 
from  the  roots  of  the  black  walnut.  The  famous  Kentucky 
rifles  of  a  later  period,  including  the  brass  ornaments, 
were  made  in  Berks  and  Lancaster  Counties. 

When  Washington  assumed  command  of  the  Continental 
troops  at  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  in  1775,  one  of  his 
first  acts  was  a  call  for  companies  of  riflemen  from  Berks, 
Lancaster,  York,  and  Northampton  Counties.  The  first  com¬ 
pany  to  respond  came  from  Berks  under  Captain  George  Nagel. 
The  others  followed  within  a  few  days. 

Washington's  bodyguard  was  made  up  almost  entirely  of 
Pennsylvania  Germans.  They  were  the  first  to  answer  Wash¬ 
ington's  call  at  Cambridge,  and  they  were  the  last  to  leave 
his  side  at  Mount  Vernon.  They  participated  in  every 
campaign  of  the  Revolutionary  War.  Dr.  Bodo  Otto  of  Reading 
was  the  Chief  Surgeon  of  the  Continental  Armies.  George 
Washington  was  first  called  "Father  of  His  Country"  in  a 
German  almanac  printed  at  Lancaster  in  1779. 

The  State  Convention  elected  to  ratify  the  Constitution 
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of  the  United  States  was  composed  of  delegates,  half  of 
whom  were  German.  The  first  speaker  of  the  United  States 
House  of  Representatives  was  F.  A.  C.  Muhlenberg.  He  was 
the  brother  of  a  Revolutionary  War  general  and  a  grandson 
of  Conrad  Weiser,  the  colonial  Indian  interpreter  of  Berks 
C  oun ty . 

Other  early  Pennsylvania  Germans  were  William  Ritten- 
house,  who  built  the  first  paper  mill  in  America,  1690; 
Christopher  Sauer,  the  earliest  type  founder  in  America, 
who  published  the  first  Bible  in  1734;  John  Fritz,  who 
founded  the  steel  industry  in  Pennsylvania;  David  Ritten- 
house,  who  made  the  first  approximately  accurate  calculation 
of  the  distance  from  the  earth  to  the  sun;  Christopher  Dock, 
who  in  1754  published  the  earliest  American  book  on 
pedagogy,  S  chul  Or  dung  and  the  first  book  on  etiquette; 

Baron  von  Stiegel,  1777,  of  Berks  County,  of  glass-making 
fame;  Molly  Pitcher  (nee  Ludwig)  the  heroine  of  Stony  Point; 
Barbara  Fritchie  (nee  Hauer)  of  Cumberland  County,  celebrated 
Whittier's  poem. 

Among  Pennsylvania  German  descendants  are  Admiral  Schley, 
hero  of  Santiago;  General  John  J.  Pershing;  General  J. 

Hunter  Liggett;  General  Lewis  Hershey;  Presidents  Herbert 
Hoover  and  Dwight  Eisenhower;  Senator  W.  E.  Borah;  James 
Lick,  builder  of  Lick  Observatory;  John  Sutter,  discoverer 
of  gold.  These  few  names  are  easily  recognized.  Volumes 
have  been  written  about  the  Pennsylvania  Germans,  their 
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history,  their  folklore,  their  language  and  their  accom- 
Pl  ishments  . 

Not  only  the  Germans,  but  the  Scotch,  English,  and 
smaller  groups  contributed  in  full  measure  to  the  early 
development  of  Pennsylvania.  All  of  them  deserve  our 
profound  respect  for  their  incredible  courage,  their 
perseverance,  and  their  foresight  so  necessary  in  building 
the  foundation  of  a  great  government. 

Pennsylvania  German 

The  German  settlers  of  Eastern  Pennsylvania  did  not  all 
originally  speak  the  same  High  German  dialect,  for  they  came 
from  a  number  of  different  states.  The  dialect  in  a  com¬ 
munity  was  determined  by  its  largest  group  from  any  given 
German  section.  For  example,  Reading  in  1748  was  mostly 
populated  by  Wur t tember ger s  and  Palatines,  so  that  their 
dialects  prevailed  in  this  region. 

Although  the  settlers  spoke  the  dialect  peculiar  to  the 
states  from  which  they  came,  in  the  course  of  a  few  genera¬ 
tions  there  developed  from  these  a  new  High  German  dialect 
in  which  the  several  dialects  were  blended,  but  in  which  the 
speech  is  similar  in  its  essential  linguistic  features  to 
the  dialect  spoken  in  the  Palatinate  which  lies  to  the  west 
of  Heidelburg.  This  new  dialect  became  known  as  Pennsylvania 
German  (Pennsylfanish  Dei ts  ch) ,  which  is  basically  a 
homogeneous  fusion  of  Southwest  German  dialects.  Since  the 
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eighteenth  century,  English  words  have  been  adopted  because 
the  Muttersprache  had  no  native  words  for  new  objects  such 
as  telephone,  electricity,  traffic  lights,  car.  Its 
pronunciation  and  its  grammatical  inflections  remain  the 
s  ame ,  however . 

For  over  two  hundred  years  the  dialect  has  persisted  in 
an  English-speaking  nation,  and  is  still  spoken  in  at  least 
one-third  of  the  total  land  area  of  Pennsylvania.  The 
counties  which  use  it  most  solidly  and  which  contain  a 
population  of  one  and  a  half  million  are  Berks,  Bucks, 

Carbon,  Dauphin,  Lancaster,  Lebanon,  Lehigh,  Monroe,  Mont¬ 
gomery,  Northampton,  Northumberland,  Schuylkill,  Snyder  and 
York.  It  is  also  spoken  in  other  counties,  but  to  a  lesser 
degree . 

Pennsylvania  possessed  a  bilingual  culture,  English  and 
German.  Although  French  was  spoken  to  the  extent  that  it 
was  used  in  a  few  early  pulpits,  it  had  little  influence  on 
the  Pennsylvania  German  dialect.  Because  many  French  had 
lived  in  the  German  states  and  had  intermarried  before  coming 
to  America,  they  were  familiar  with  Standard  German,  the 
dialects,  the  customs  and  the  religions.  For  this  reason, 
the  Germans  and  French  understood  one  another  better  than 
either  understood  the  English.  It  was  therefore  natural 
that  the  French  should  be  absorbed  by  the  German  element. 

Generally  speaking,  therefore,  Pennsylvania  was 
bilingual.  Nevertheless,  the  German  settler  brought  wi‘h 
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him  not  only  Standard  German,  but  his  dialects  as  well. 
Standard  German  was  the  language  of  his  Bible,  hymnbook, 
school  and  newspaper.  His  dialect  was  the  language  of  the 
home,  business  affairs  and  his  social  relations.  Today 
German  has  fallen  into  the  category  of  a  foreign  language 
and  English  has  taken  its  place,  but  the  dialect  is  still 
affectionately  retained. 

Although  Standard  German  was  the  literary  language  of 
the  German  states,  dialects  were  not  completely  ignored  in 
writings.  Goethe  (1740-1832)  showed  traits  of  South  German 
dialects,  but  the  best  known  dialectal  writer  of  the 
eighteenth  century  was  Johann  Peter  Hebei  (1760-1826)  of 
Basel.  His  works,  as  well  as  those  of  others,  were  read 
by  Pennsylvanians. 

Among  a  number  of  Pennsylvania  German  writers  were 
Henry  Harbough,  born  October  1817  in  Franklin  County,  whose 
ancestor  settled  in  Berks  County  in  1736;  Col.  Thomas  C. 
Zimmerman,  born  in  1838  in  Lebanon  County,  who  was  editor 
of  the  Reading  Times ;  David  Brunner,  educator  and  Congress¬ 
man,  who  called  himself  "Goethe  von  Berks." 

Many  books  have  been  written  about  the  Pennsylvania 
German  dialect.  Dictionaries  have  been  compiled,  and 
studies  of  its  phonology  and  morphology  have  been  made. 

For  the  sake  of  interest  I  am  listing  a  few  Pennsylvania 
German  words  and  phrases:  church,  ke ir ich ;  relatives, 
f r eunds  chaf t ;  complain,  grex;  awkward,  doppick;  jolt,  blutz; 
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horse,  gau 1 ;  sprinkle,  s  chpr 1 1  z t ;  A  Merry  Christmas,  En 


Fr ay 1 icher  Grischtdawg;  Happy  New  Year,  Fraylich  Ne i  Yowr ; 
doughnut.  Fas  chtnacht .  Faschtnacht  is  also  the  name  of  a 
day  which  coincides  with  Shrove  Tuesday.  On  this  day 
doughnuts  of  various  shapes  are  served  and  usually  dunked 
in  molasses.

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Churches 


During  the  colonial  days  there  was  a  lack  of  sufficient 
ministers,  and  the  congregations  were  so  small  that  union 
churches  were  often  necessary.  For  these  reasons  the 
ministers  served  a  number  of  churches  spread  over  a  wide 
area,  keeping  the  records  of  all  their  parishes  in  the  same 
book.  Some  ministers  covered  the  territory  from  sections 
of  western  New  Jersey  to  the  Susquehanna  River,  south  to 
Virginia  and  north  of  the  Blue  Mountains.  These  early 
ministers  were  highly  educated  and  came  from  families  of 
distinction  in  the  old  country. 

Among  the  many  union  churches  was  St.  Michael's,  a  few 
miles  southwest  of  Hamburg,  Berks  County.  It  is  this  church 
that  served  at  some  time  during  their  history  most  of  the 
descendants  of  the  people  whose  lineages  are  recorded.  It 
was  first  built  in  1769,  although  there  was  a  cemetery  here 
as  early  as  1766. 

The  first  pulpit  of  St.  Michael's  was  a  cross-cut 
section  of  log.  In  the  Deed  to  the  land  for  the  church, 
January  16,  1768,  given  by  Joseph  Sollenberger  to  the 

Evangelical  Lutheran  and  Calvinist  St.  Michael's  Church, 
the  following  stipulation  was  made:  "So  as  nevertheless, 
the  table  in  the  church  to  be  erected  on  the  said  parcel  of 
land,  be  made  an  altar  or  the  altar  as  a  table  with  a 
drawer  and  the  leaf  thereof  extending  six  inches  from  the 
posts  or  feet  which  must  be  enclosed  with  boards  in  the 
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manner  of  an  altar."  This  was  a  peaceable  combination  of  a 
Lutheran  altar  and  a  Reformed  communion  table.  When  the 
leaf  was  raised  a  table  was  formed;  when  it  was  dropped  an 
altar  was  formed. 

The  Warrant  for  St.  Michael's  Church,  applied  for  June 
20,  1767,  mentions  those  in  trust.  They  were  M.  Lindenmuth, 

J.  Schock,  M.  Rentschler,  and  Jacob  Wagoner.  The  records  of 
January  27,  1781,  show  Jacob  Shertel,  Adam  Klauser,  and 
George  Albrecht  as  trustees  for  the  Reformed  Congregation; 
and  Michael  Nunnemacher,  George  Wagner,  Wm.  Machmer,  and 
John  Marschall  as  trustees  for  the  Lutheran  Congregation. 

In  the  colonial  days  it  was  customary  to  have  a  school 
connected  with  the  church,  as  was  the  case  at  St.  Michael's. 
The  building  was  maintained  by  the  church  and  the  scholars' 
fees  were  usually  paid  with  grain,  potatoes,  and  smoked 
meats.  The  curriculum  included  reading,  writing,  arithmetic, 
religion,  and  morals.  The  New  Testament,  the  Psalter,  the 
Catechism,  and  hymns  were  read  and  memorized.  Listed  among 
the  reading  material  was  the  weekly  der  Readinger  Adler . 

The  teacher  not  only  taught,  but  he  was  also  the  organist, 
the  chorister,  and  the  sexton.  In  the  absence  of  the 
pastor  he  gave  the  sermon  and  conducted  the  service. 

St.  Michael's  Church  was  dedicated  August  16,  1769, 

the  eleventh  Sunday  after  Trinity.  The  Reformed  pastor  was 
the  Rev.  Philip  Jacob  Michael,  and  the  Lutheran  pastor  the 
Rev.  Petrus  Mischler.  Elders  and  Deacons  were  Philip 
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Faust,  John  Schock,  Michael  Lindenmuth,  Peter  Lehr,  John 
Clauser,  Jacob  Schertel,  Jacob  Wagner.  Members  of  the 
congregation  were  Bernhard  Schertel,  Jacob  Kauffman,  George 
Schock,  John  Scherdel,  Anthony  Dillman,  John  Geschwindt, 
Christopher  Wagner,  Peter  Shanner,  John  Sterr,  Simon  Clauser, 
Ludwig  Seaman,  Philip  Adam  Clauser,  Michael  Rentschler, 

John  Wolf  Lindemuth,  Jacob  Schock,  Herman  Zorsinger,  Michael 
Lindemuth,  Frederick  Gottschall,  Christian  Weber,  John  Jacob 
Hansknecht,  Henry  Kalbach,  Nicolas  Meyer,  Conrad  Henne, 

George  Wm .  Wagner,  George  Haenner,  Jacob  Reichart,  William 
Weber,  John  Mall,  George  Gamlich,  Frederick  Lang,  Peter 
Zollenber ger ,  Killian  May,  Conrad  Stein  who  was  schoolmaster. 

On  August  5,  1810,  at  the  time  a  new  building  was 
dedicated,  the  Lutheran  pastor  was  the  Rev.  John  Knuske  and 
the  Reformed  pastor  the  Rev.  Philip  Meyer.  The  Elders  were 
Mathias  Schuman  and  Eberhard  Seaman;  the  Deacons  George 
Schertel,  John  Berger,  Michael  Wagner,  Philip  Zechman. 

The  Clausers,  who  contributed  to  the  building  fund  at 
this  time,  were  Jacob  Clauser,  John  Klauser,  George  Clauser, 
William  Clauser.  The  church  paid  Philip  Clauser  for  lumber. 

Some  of  the  members  who  made  contributions  December  11, 
1811,  were  Philip,  Jost,  and  Valentine  Kaufman;  Jacob 
Schertel;  Ludwig  and  Michael  Nonnemacher;  Conrad,  George, 
and  Tobias  Henne;  Henry  Goettel.  On  the  subscription  list 
for  the  new  organ  on  October  14,  1813,  were  Jacob  Schertel, 
Sr.,  George,  Jacob,  and  Bernhard  Schertel;  Jacob,  William, 
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and  John  Clauser ;  Conrad,  George,  and  Tobias  Henne;  Michael 
Nonnemacher .  Records  were  kept  in  German  until  December  26, 
1871.  These  have  been  translated  by  Arthur  Schuman. 

Clauser  Church  (Union)  Llewellyn,  Schuylkill  County, 
was  built  in  1819  of  brick.  The  land  was  donated  by 
Philip  A.  Clauser,  who  served  on  the  building  committee. 
Hetzel 1 s  (Salem)  Union  Church  was  built  in  1804  about  three 
miles  east  of  Pine  Grove,  Washington  Township,  Schuylkill 
C  ounty . 

Frieden's  Union  Church,  S har t les v il 1 e ,  was  built  about 
1875.  James  Nunemacher  donated  four  acres,  James  S.  Hix 
was  chairman  of  the  building  committee,  and  Adam  Clauser 
was  the  building  contractor.

Counties  and  Townships 

Three  original  counties  were  established  in  1681: 
Philadelphia,  Chester,  and  Bucks.  Lancaster  County  was 
erected  May  10,  1729,  from  Chester  County.  Berfts  County 

was  formed  March  11,  1752,  from  Philadelphia,  Chester,  and 

Lancaster.  Dauphin  County  was  formed  March  4,  1785,  from 

Lancaster  County.  Lebanon  County  was  erected  February  10, 
1813,  from  Lancaster  and  Dauphin.  Cumberland  County  was 
erected  in  1750,  from  Lancaster.  Schuylkill  County  was 
erected  in  1811  from  that  part  of  Berks  County  north  of  the 
Blue  Mountains. 

Tulpehocken  Township  was  erected  in  1729,  Heidelberg 
Township  in  1734,  Bern  Township  in  1738,  all  originally  in 
Lancaster  County  until  1752  when  Berks  County  was  formed. 

Bern  Township  extended  over  the  Blue  Mountains  until 
1768,  when  the  area  north  of  the  mountains  became  Brunswick 
Township,  Berks  County.  After  1811  the  area  north  of  the 
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mountains  became  Schuylkill  County.  From  Brunswick  Township 
were  formed  Pinegrove,  in  1771,  and  Manheim,  1790.  Nor¬ 
wegian  Township  was  formed  in  1802;  from  it  Branch  in  1838, 
and  Upper  Mahantango  in  1807. 

On  the  south  side  of  the  Blue  Mountains  Bern  Township 
was  split  into  Penn,  1841;  Upper  Bern,  1841;  Centre,  1842; 
Tilden  from  Upper  Bern  in  1887;  the  southern  end  still  is 
Bern. 

From  Tulpehocken  Township  were  erected  Upper  Tulpehocken, 
1821;  Marion,  1844;  Jefferson  from  Upper  Tulpehocken  in  1851. 
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Author's  Comments  on  Methods  and  Material 

Because  of  the  nature  of  the  material  collected,  which 
stresses  the  earlier  generations,  no  generally  accepted 
genealogical  system  has  been  used.  The  immigrant  has  no 
number.  His  children  are  given  Roman  numerals;  the  third 
generation,  capital  letters;  the  fourth  generation,  Arabic 
numerals;  the  fifth  generation,  small  letters;  the  sixth 
generation,  Arabic  numerals  in  parentheses,  etc. 

Where  dates  are  missing,  the  chronological  order  of 
issue  could  not  be  followed.  It  is  obvious  that  the  record 
of  the  issue  is  not  always  complete,  which  does  not  mean  that 
further  search  would  not  produce  their  names. 

The  various  spellings  of  a  name  are  partly  due  to  the 
fact  that  English  clerks  did  not  know  how  to  spell  German 
and  Germans  did  not  know  how  to  spell  English.  Germans  often 
changed  ks  to  x  and  t^  to  z^.  Names  beginning  with  K  were 
often  changed  to  £  and  £  to  G.  On  some  tax  lists  names 
beginning  with  C.are  found  under  G.  Furthermore,  there  was 
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uch  thing  as  standardized  spelling  of  surnames  before 
eighteen  hundreds.  Just  as  there  were  many  ways  of 
ling  a  name  in  Pennsylvania,  so  there  were  many  variants 
erman  surnames  in  Germany  before  their  use  became 
lly  regulated  in  the  nineteenth  century.  At  that  time 
an  had  to  decide  which  of  the  spellings  they  wish-ed  to 
henceforth,  and  the  law  required  them  to  adhere  to  that 
spelling .

According  to  tradition,  the  western  and  eastern 
branches  of  the  Clauser  line  in  Berks  County  are  descended 
from  the  same  immigrant.  The  ancestor  of  the  eastern 
branch  is  certain,  the  ancestor  of  the  western  branch  as 
being  the  same  is  based  upon  deduction.

All  of  the  passengers  were  members  of  the  German  Baptist 
Brethern  or  Dunkards.  Among  them  was  the  leader  of  the 
Dunkards  himself,  Alexander  Mack,  who  in  1708  originated 
this  faith  at  Schwarzenau  on  the  Oder  River,  Germany.  From 
there  they  moved  to  Witgenstein,  later  to  Crefeld  about 
fifteen  miles  northwest  of  Dusseldorf,  thence  to  Pennsyl¬ 
vania.  However,  these  were  preceded  by  a  group  of  Dunkards 
under  Peter  Becker,  who  settled  in  Germantown  by  1719.  In 
due  time  there  were  settlements  at  Skippack,  Montgomery 
County;  at  Oley,  Berks  County;  and  on  the  Conestoga  Creek, 
Lancaster  County.  This  last  settlement  seems  to  have  been 
the  one  known  as  the  Bermudian  Congregation  in  the  present 
Adams  County.  This  group  was  led  by  Conrad  Beissel,  who 
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left  here  in  1728,  to  establish  the  Ephrata  Cloisters  or 
Seventh  Day  Baptists.  The  Bermudian  group  then  fell  to  the 
leadership  of  Elder  Becker.  Dunkards  did  not  have  infant 
baptism,  and  about  the  only  records  they  kept  were  the 
names  of  deacons  and  elders  . 

Several  Dunkards  of  importance  here,  found  in  Lan¬ 
caster  County  at  an  early  date,  were  (John)  Philip  Gabel  of 
the  Bermudian  group  and  Jacob  Naas,  son  of  Elder  John  Naas 
of  Germantown.  Godfrey  Kobel  received  a  warrant  in  western 
Berks  in  1758.  In  1764  two  Kobel  adults  were  baptized  at 
the  Lutheran  Trinity  Church,  Rehrersburg,  Berks  County. 

That  Hans  Jarick  Klauser  was  probably  in  this  region  of 
Lancaster  County  with  Gabel  and  Naas  will  be  shown  later. 

The  passenger  list  of  the  ship  Allen  was  divided  into 
three  groups:  males,  of  whom  there  were  64;  females,  of 
whom  there  were  58;  children  under  fifteen,  of  whom  there 
were  5  boys.  Forty-two  couples  are  easily  recognized  with 
twelve  females  and  nine  males  above  fifteen  who  were  con¬ 
nected  with  these  various  couples.  There  seem  to  have  been 
four  women  and  thirteen  men  who  were  unattached.  That 
forty-two  couples  had  only  five  children  under  fifteen  seems 
improbable.  It  is  therefore  very  likely  that  Hans  Jarick 
Klauser  and  his  wife  had  one  or  more  children  under  fifteen. 
It  is  common  knowledge  that  ship  lists  were  not  always 
complete,  especially  where  children  were  concerned. 

The  son,  John  George,  who  founded  the  eastern  branch 
in  Berks  County  became  a  Lutheran,  and  his  wife,  a  pietist, 
was  baptized  as  an  adult  in  the  Lutheran  Church.  The 
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supposed  son,  Johannes,  who  founded  the  western  branch  of 

Berks  County,  had  at  least  two  sons  baptized  by  a  Lutheran 

minister,  which  indicates  that  he  also  did  not  remain  a 

sectarian.  HANS  JARICK  KLAUSER,  or  John  George,  received 

Warrant  No.  22  in  the  name  of  GEORGE  CLOUSER  on  Jan.  8, 

1734,  for  100  acres  in  Upper  Salford  Twp.,  Philadelphia 

County.  This  tract  was  not  patented  to  him. 

Warrant  No.  170  on  June  18,  1772 
issued  to  Henry  Worman,  et  al,  to 
accept  the  survey  previously  made 
February  12,  1733  for  the  100 
acre  tract  of  land  in  Upper  Sal¬ 
ford  Township,  Philadelphia 
County,  a  return  of  which  was 
made  to  the  Land  Office  June  20, 

1772  and  recorded  in  Sur.  Bk. 

C-220-269.  This  parcel  was 
obtained  by  purchase  from  GEORGE 
CLAUSER. 

The  Warrant  of  Acceptance  also 
included  another  tract  of  land 
in  this  same  Township  on  which 
a  resurvey  made  Feb.  24,  1768  by 
order  of  the  Board  of  Property 
was  returned  June  20,  1772,  re¬ 
corded  in  Sur.  Bk.  C-220-268; 

This  tract  was  originally  surveyed 
Feb.  18,  1733  for  Michael  Boots 
who  sold  to  heirs  of  Henry  Worman. 

Still  another  parcel  of  land  was 
included  in  the  Warrant  of  Accept¬ 
ance  in  the  same  Township  on  which 
a  resurvey  containing  26  acres, 
made  Feb.  24,  1768  was  returned  to 
the  Land  Office  June  20,  1772, 

(Sur.  Bk.  C-220-281) . 

These  three  tracts  of  land  aggre¬ 
gating  316  acres,  20  perches  came 
into  possession  of  Henry  Worman  by 
purchase  from  Michael  Boots,  John 
Linch  and  GEORGE  CLAUSER,  according 
to  an  affidavit  made  by  Michael 
Boots  and  one,  PHILIP  KOBBLE, 

Executor  or  Administrator  of  the 
estate  of  GEORGE  CLAUSER.  On  the 
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death  of  Henry  Norman,  his  estate 
went  to  his  five  sons:  Jacob, 

Henry,  Andrew,  Conrad  and  George 
to  whom  the  above  three  tracts 
were  patented  June  20,  1772. 

(Pat.  Bk.  AA-13-170 . ) 

HANS  GEORGE  KLAUSER  died  in  the  early  part  of  1745.  Let¬ 
ters  of  Administration  were  granted  to  JACOB  NUSS  and 
PHILIP  GABEL,  County  of  Lancaster,  creditors  of  GEORGE 
KLAUSER,  yeoman.  Anna  Maria,  his  widow,  renouncing,  Feb. 

21,  1745  (Phila.  Administration  Bk.  F  p.  31).  Since  the 
tract  of  land  was  in  Phila.  Co.,  the  Letters  of  Administra¬ 
tion  were  registered  there. 

Jacob  Nuss  (Naas)  and  Philip  Gabel  (Knobble,  Kobel) 
were  from  what  was  then  western  Lancaster  County,  where 
both  were  identified  with  the  Dunkards,  and  where  both 
received  warrants  in  1749  and  1750.  It  is  therefore  very 
probable  that  Hans  George  Klauser  was  with  them  as  well  as 
his  son,  Johannes,  who  was  in  western  Berks,  then  Lancaster, 
by  1745  or  earlier.  Son,  John  George,  remained  in  Phila¬ 
delphia  County  until  about  1759  at  which  time  he  is  found 
in  the  Oley  region  of  Berks  County.  For  convenience  the 
two  branches  will  be  placed  under  separate  heads.  Hans  and 
Johan  are  abbreviations  of  Johannes. 
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Western  Berks  County 
Explanation  of  Preceding  Map 
Johannes  Wildfang's  tract  was  patented  to  Peter 
Shaeffer,  Oct.  29,  1772.  John  Schaffer  was  also  here. 

Jacob  Hoobler  tract  was  patented  to  him,  Jan.  31,  1752. 
After  1765  Rudolph  Manbeck  was  here,  also  Joseph  Kleim. 
George  Everling  tract  of  17  A.,  warrant,  Apr.  19,  1759,  was 
patented  to  Joseph  Kleim,  May  25,  1830.  Ludwig  Courman 
(Korman)  tract  was  patented  to  Jost  Derr,  Oct.  15,  1754. 
Thomas  Ditzler  owned  the  small  vacant  tract.  George 
Kinsemer  tract  was  patented  to  Enoch  Miller,  Mar.  1,  1864. 
Before  this  Nicholas  Schaefer  owned  western  end  and  Bastian 
Sponkuchen  the  eastern  end.  (55  acres-)  John  Everling 
tract  of  15  acres,  warrant  Sept.  28,  1752  was  patented  to 
John  Leiss,  Aug.  16,  1866.

John  Clauser  tract;  eastern  part  patented  to  John 
Adam  Wilhelm,  June  6,  1810;  central  part  patented  to 
Matthias  Smith,  Mar.  25,  1833;  northwestern  part  patented 
to  Peter  Smith,  June  2,  1810. 

John  Heverling  tract  of  194  acres  was  patented  Feb. 

13,  1828  to  George  Moyer.  Jacob  Bordner,  Benjamin  and 
John  Schaefer  seem  to  have  owned  parts  of  this  tract  at 
some  time.  Jacob  Wilhelm  tract  was  patented  to  him  May  8, 
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1744,  later  owned  by  Adam  Wilhelm.  Harry  Stoudt  owns  the 
tract  today.  The  old  colonial  house  with  its  cellar-kitchen 
and  indoor  spring  is  still  standing.  Valentine  Undrew  tract 
was  patented  to  him  Nov.  28,  1743.

John  Clauser  tract,  warrant  Mar.  23,  1749.  Patented 
to  John  Troutman,  Feb.  4,  1829.

Some  of  these  neighbors  arrived  in  groups.  John  Kander, 
Matthias  Smith  and  John  Heberling  arrived  together  on  Sept. 
23,  1732.  Bernhard  Schertel  who  settled  in  Upper  Bern  in 
1745  was  also  on  this  ship.  Jacob  Hoobler,  John  Knoll, 
Wolfgang  Miller  and  Simon  Schierman  arrived  together  on 
Aug.  27,  1733.  Johannes  Kerschner  of  Windsor  Twp .  arrived 
on  this  same  ship.  John  Riegel  arrived  Sept.  18,  1733. 

Five  arrived  on  the  same  ship  on  Sept.  12,  1734.  They  were 
Jacob  Spies,  Johannes  Wildfang,  Jacob  Wilhelm,  Valentine 
Unrich  and  John  George  Moyer.  Philip  Gebhart  arrived  Sept. 

9,  1738.  John  Troutman  arrived  Sept.  11,  1738.  John  Ries 
(Leiss)  and  Ludwig  Korman  arrived  on  Aug.  30,  1737.  Jacob 
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Schwenger  arrived  Oct.  20,  1747.  (Warrants,  Bureau  of  Land 

Rec or  ds  ;  s h  ip  1  ists,  Pji.  Ger  .  P  ion .  ) 

JOHANNES  CLAUSER  (Hans1),  probable  son  of  Hans  Jarick 
Klauser  and  Anna  Maria:  likely  b.  ca .  1725  in  Germany;  d. 
ca.  1782  in  Bern  Twp . ;  m.  Barbara. 

Johannes  located  in  the  western  part  of  what  is  now 
Jefferson  Twp.,  Berks  County.  He  moved  to  Brunswick  Twp. 
(now  in  Schuylkill  Co.)  in  1753,  left  there  in  about  3757, 
and  by  1765  was  located  near  St.  Michael’s  Church,  Bern 
Twp.  (now  Tilden),  Berks  Co. 

Found  in  the  Lightfoot  Collection  P.  H.  S.,  No.  10, 
Edward  Scull’s  Field  Book ,  kept  by  Thomas  Lightfoot,  1753- 
1755,  page  13,  is  the  following:  "1755,  1st  mo.  13th, 
Tulpehocken  Twp.,  Berks  County  (tract  of)  George  Daniel 
Kensimer,  begins  at  a  post  (etc.)  to  a  stone  in  a  line  of 
Jacob  Hoobler's  purchase  of  one  CLOUSER." 

Records  show  the  baptism  of  two  sons  in  Tulpehocken. 

He  appears  on  the  tax  list  of  this  Township  in  1753  as  OLD 
CLASSER  (Original  T.  L.,  Hist.  Soc.  of  Berks  Co.).  Since 
his  children  were  young,  "old"  probably  applied  to  his 
tracts,  which  he  was  leaving  for  new  ones  elsewhere. 

Johannes  came  to  this  area  somewhat  later  than  most  of 
his  neighbors.  His  northern  tract  seems  to  have  been 
located  on  the  top  of  Summer  Hills  (mountains)  where  the 
soil  was  a  light  shale.  Today  part  of  it  is  planted  in 
wheat,  and  the  rest  is  a  forest.  There  is  no  evidence  of 
buildings.  He  may  have  lived  on  the  south  tract  on  Mill 
Creek  which  proved  too  small,  so  that  he  sought  for  more 
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and  better  land. 


The  following  Warrants  were  issued  to  Johannes 
Clauser ,  Tulpehocken  Twp.,  Lancaster  Co.  now  Jefferson 
Twp . ,  Berks  C o . 

Warrant  No.  351  was  issued  March 
23,  1749,  to  JOHN  CLOWSER  for  a 
tract  in  Tulpehocken  Township, 

Lancaster  County  on  which  a  sur¬ 
vey  containing  83  acres  and  106 
perches  made  Dec.  23,  1828  was 
returned  to  the  Land  Office  Feb. 

4,  1829  and  is  recorded  in  Sur. 

Bk.  C-29-232.  This  survey  in¬ 
cludes  acreage  of  two  tracts: 
one  for  49  acres  and  20  perches 
warranted  to  JOHN  CLOWSER  on  Mar. 

23,  1749  and  another  one  of  34 
acres  and  86  perches  warranted 
to  Jacob  Schwenger,  Oct.  6,  1752, 
recorded  in  Sur.  Bk.  C-29-252. 

The  entire  tract  was  patented  to 
John  Troutman,  Feb.  4,  1829. 

Pat.  Bk.  H-25-641 . 

Warrant  No.  333  issued  Aug.  8, 

1749  to  JOHN  CLAUSER  for  a  tract 
of  land  in  Tulpehocken  Twp., 

Lancaster  County,  on  which  a 
survey  of  120  acres,  111  perches, 
made  June  13,  1793,  is  recorded 
in  Sur.  Bk.  C-38-1.  This  tract 
was  divided  into  three  smaller 
ones  . 

Parcel  No.  1,  containing  64  acres, 

86  perches,  was  resurveyed  Mar. 

30,  1810  for  John  Adam  Wilhelm, 
to  whom  it  was  patented  June  6, 

1810.  Pat.  Bk.  H-3-585 . 

Parcel  No.  2,  containing  35  acres, 

57  perches,  was  returned  to  the 
Land  Office  Mar.  25,  1803,  for 
John  Hubler,  Jr.  Sur.  Bk .  C-38-2. 

This  acreage,  as  the  property  of 
John  Manbeck  was  seized  by  the 
High  Sheriff,  John  Miller,  and  a 
Deed  of  Apr.  13,  1820,  conveyed 

the  land  to  Matthias  Smith,  who 
patented  it  Mar.  25,  1833.  Pat. 

Bk.  H-31-412.  (When  this  patent 
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was  issued  in  1833,  the  tract  was 
in  Upper  Tulpehocken  Twp .  until 
1851  when  it  became  Jefferson  Twp.) 

Parcel  No.  3  of  the  original  tract, 
containing  20  acres,  138  perches, 
was  resurveyed  for  Peter  Smith  on 
Mar.  30,  1810.  Pat.  to  him  June 
2,  1810.  Sur.  Bk.  A-9-122. 

Although  Johannes  appears  on  the  Tulpehocken  Twp.  tax 
list  of  1753,  tax  12,  he  also  is  on  the  Brunswick  Twp.  (now 
Schuylkill  Co.)  tax  list  in  1753.  This  indicates  that  he 
was  in  the  process  of  moving.  A  neighbor  of  his,  George 
Jacob  Sherman,  was  also  moving  to  Brunswick.  Both  appear 
on  the  tax  lists  of  "People  who  live  beyond  the  first 
Ridge  of  the  Blue  Mountains  on  the  Schuylkill."  In  1753 
both  were  taxed  12  shillings.  In  1754  John  Clauser's  tax 
was  3  shillings,  and  Sherman's  was  2  shillings,  six  pence. 

Johannes  Clauser  and  wife,  Barbara,  were  sponsors, 

Dec.  3,  1756,  for  Barbara,  dau.  of  Abraham  Bollebach. 
Johannes  Clauser  and  wife,  Barbara,  were  sponsors,  Apr.  21, 
1757,  for  Johann,  son  of  Henrich  and  Magdalena  Muller. 

Johann  William  Clauser  and  Anna  Maria  Rost,  both 
single,  were  sponsors,  Dec.  3,  1756,  for  Johann  William, 
son  of  William  Berghauser  and  wife,  Catharina.  (Above  on 
Rec.  of  Rev.  Daniel  Shoemaker,  "Beyond  the  Blue  Mountains," 
which  was  Zion's  Lutheran  or  Red  Church,  near  Orwigsburg.) 

Johannes  Clauser  of  Tulpehocken  had s  on^^  JOHANNES 
(GEORGE);  JOHN  WILLIAM;  SIMON  b.  1746;  PHILIP  ADAM  b.  1748; 
undoubtedly  a  son,  JACOB,  who  appears  on  the  Petition  of 
1776;  and  very  likely  a  daughter,  SUSANNA  MARIA  CLAUSER, 
who  married  Christian  Fremdling  of  Lebanon,  June  6,  1773 
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(Rev.  J.  C.  Stoever,  p.  75). 

Johannes  Clauser  probably  left  Schuylkill  during  the 
Indian  maraudings  in  1757.  By  1765  he  was  settled  in  Bern 
Twp . ,  where  he  received  a  Warrant  for  74  acres  on  Aug.  5, 
1765.  This  tract  joined  on  the  north  those  of  Christian 
Althouse,  who  became  the  father-in-law  of  his  son,  Philip 
Adam,  in  about  1769.  This  tract  was  patented  to  John  Stump 
on  June  27,  1810.  Johannes  was  a  member  of  St.  Michael's 

in  1769.  Bern  Twp.,  Berks  Co.  tax  lists:  1767,  John

John  Clauser,  originally  from  the  Tulpehocken  area,  is 
the  Senior  on  the  Bern  tax  lists.  He  may  have  died  before 
1785,  in  which  year  he  does  not  appear.  John,  Jr.  and 
George,  Jr.  are  in  all  probability  one  and  the  same,  John 
George.

Philip  Adam  Clauser  was  an  Ensign  in  the  Third 
Company,  Third  Battalion,  Berks  Co.  Militia,  May  17, 
1777.  Capt.  Jacob  Schartel,  Colonel  Michael  Linden- 
muth,  (Pa,.  Arch .  Ser.  5,  Vol.  5:191).  D.  A.  R.  Nos. 
250,  503  and  278,  635.  An  Ensign  was  an  officer  in 
the  Army  during  the  Revolutionary  War  although  now  it 
i 8  only  used  in  the  Navy.  He  took  the  Oath  of 
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Allegiance  before  Henry  Christ,  Esq.  on  May  30,  1778 
(Hist.  Soc.  of  Berks  Co.). 

Philip's  farm  was  a  little  over  a  mile  north  of 
the  present  town  of  Berne  not  far  from  St.  Michael's 
Church,  Bern  Twp. ,  later  Upper  Bern,  now  Tilden. 

Philip's  wife,  Anna  Marla,  inherited  four  tracts 
from  her  father.  See  Althouse  line.  After  her  death, 
her  ten  children  inherited  the  land.

Philip  Klauser,  Jr.  received  War.  285  on  Feb. 
19,  1794  for  159  A.,  90  p.  which  included  another 
warrant  of  May  25,  1785  issued  to  Adam  Mosser. 
Philip  patented  the  tract,  Dec.  28,  1799,  and 
on  Dec.  30,  1799,  conveyed  it  to  Christian  Albrecht 
(Pat.  Bk.  P-35-523).  This  tract  was  north  of 
Shar  t les v ille . 
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Philip  Adam  and  his  brother,  George,  moved  to 
Schuylkill  Co.  after  1810.  Both  appear  on  the 
Census  1810,  of  Bern  Twp .  They  located  on  the 
Muddy  Branch  in  Branch  Twp.  which  until  1838  was  a 
part  of  Norwegian  Twp.  The  Muddy  flows  into  the 
West  Branch  of  the  Schuylkill  River.  Close  neigh¬ 
bors  were  Adams,  Fox,  and  Andrew  Steitzel  families. 
The  original  public  road  through  the  Swatara  Gap  to 
Sunbury  passed  through  Philip  Klauser's  tract.  It 
was  known  as  the  Swatara  Road. 

Philip  Adam  donated  the  original  twelve  acres 
of  land  to  the  Clauser  Church  or  Frieden's  Lutheran 
and  Reformed  near  Llewellyn.  It  was  built  of  brick 
in  1819.  Claude  Unger  translated  the  early 
baptismal  records  deposited  at  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College.  Among  the  earliest  of  these  were  the 
baptismal  records  of  three  children  of  Matthias 
Allspach  and  wife,  Elizabeth,  1815,  1819,  1821. 

Maria  Clauser,  mother  of  Philip  Adam,  was  sponsor 
for  the  first,  and  George  Clauser  and  wife,  Cath¬ 
arine,  were  sponsors  for  the  other  two.  The  members 
of  the  building  committee  were  Philip  Guhres ,  P.  A.

won  first  place  in  a  one  mile  walk  in  which 
four  states  were  competing,  an  event 
sponsored  by  the  Athletic  Club  of  the 
Schuylkill  Navy,  Phila.;  won  a  number  of 
other  scholastic  and  athletic  contests.

JOHN  CHRISTIAN  ALTHOUSE  settled  in  Bern  Twp.,  Lancaster 
Co.  which  became  Berks  Co.  in  1752.  His  land  extended 
across  what  is  now  the  boundary  line  between  Centre  Twp. 
erected  in  1842,  and  Tilden  Twp.  formed  in  1887,  both 
taken  from  the  original  Bern  Twp.  Christian  was  the  first 
to  settle  in  this  area  for  he  had  no  neighbors  when  he 
received  his  first  warrant  on  Jan.  5,  1739  for  146  acres.

(Pa ♦  Ger .  P ion .  Vol.  1:404,  407).  On  this  same  ship  arrived 
Christian,  Peter  and  Joseph.  Christian  and  Jacob,  believed 
to  be  brothers,  settled  in  Bern  Twp.  now  Upper  Bern  Twp.  A

Peter  appears  on  the  1751  tax  list  of  Donegal  Twp . , 
Lancaster  Co.;  is  listed  as  living  near  Harrisburg  in  1754; 
appears  on  the  1759  tax  list  of  Heidelberg  Twp.,  Berks  Co. 

A  Joseph  lived  at  Norristown,  a  Catholic,  who  married  two 
Protestant  wives.  Jacob  and  Christian  were  staunch 
Lutherans . 

Jacob  Kauffman  received  Warrant  No.  206,  July  3,  1750 

(Sur.  Bk.  C,  Vol.  177:15).  This  tract  was  north  of  Mill 

Creek,  then  Kauffman  Creek,  through  which  the  present 

boundary  line  between  Upper  Bern  and  Tilden  now  runs.  On 

April  24,  1754,  he  received  War.  No.  39  for  a  tract  called 

Tallyho.  This  tract  of  141  acres  was  patented  to  Valentine 

Kaufman  on  June  2,  1810  (Pat.  Bk .  H,  Vol.  3:558).  The 

Patent  read  as  follows: 

To  all  to  whom  these  Presents 
shall  come.  Greeting.  Know  ye, 

That  in  consideration  of  the 
Monies  paid  by  Hans  Gnage  and 
JACOB  KAUFMAN  for  the  Warrants 
hereinafter  mentioned,  and  the 
sum  of  two  hundred  and  sixty 
dollars  and  sixty-seven  cents 
in  full,  since  paid  by  VALENTINE 
KAUFMAN  of  Berks  County  into  the 
Treasury  office  of  this  Common¬ 
wealth  -  there  is  granted  by  the 
said  Commonwealth,  unto  the  said 
VALENTINE  KAUFMAN,  a  tract  of 
land  called  Tal lyho  situate  in 
Bern  Township,  Berks  County 
Beginning  at  a  stone  thence  by 
land  of  JOSTE  KAUFMAN,  south 
eighty-six  degrees  west  sixty-two 
perches  to  a  stone,  thence  by  the 
same  and  land  of  ADAM  KAUFMAN 
south  twenty  degrees  west  one 
hundred  fifty-two  perches  and  a 
half  to  a  stone,  thence  by  said 
ADAM  KAUFMAN'S  land  south  sixty- 
nine  degrees  west  one  hundred 
eleven  perches  and  three  quarters 
to  a  stone,  thence  by  land  of 
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GEORGE  KAUFMAN  north  thirteen 
degrees.  East  one  hundred 
forty-nine  perches  to  a  post 
north  seventy-six  degrees  west, 
thirty  perches  to  a  stone, 
thence  by  land  of  FREDERICK 
MOYER'S  north  three  degrees 
west,  thirty-three  perches  and 
a  quarter  to  a  post,  thence  by 
land  of  PHILIP  KAUFMAN  north 
seventy-f ivS  degrees.  East  two 
hundred  eighty  perches  to  a 
White  Oak,  and  thence  by  one 
HOOVER'S  land,  south  fourteen 
degrees  East  fifty-two  perches 
and  a  half  to  the  Beginning 
Containing  one  hundred  forty- 
one  acres,  thirty-eight  perches 
and  a  half  and  allowance  of  six 
percent...  Which  said  tract  of 
land  is  part  of  a  survey  made  in 
pursuance  of  a  warrant  dated  30th 
September  1747  granted  to  the 
said  HANS  GNAGE ,  and  the  whole 
of  a  survey  made  in  pursuance 
of  a  warrant  dated  the  24th 
April  1754  granted  the  said 
JACOB  KAUFMAN  whose  rights  to 
the  same  by  virtue  of  sundry 
good  conveyances  became  vested 
in  the  said  VALENTINE  KAUFMAN 
with  the  Appar tenances . . . .

Jacob  Kaufman  owned  at  least  five  tracts  of  land.  In 

1760  he  bought  a  tract  from  his  neighbor,  Christian  Beyler. 

This  warrant  was  dated  May  29,  1754  (C-24-58).  Joseph,  son 

of  Jacob,  inherited  this  place  but  he  sold  it  in  1796.  In 

1765  Jacob  Kaufman  and  his  wife,  Anna  Maria,  sold  a  site  for 

a  small  dam  to  John  Schock. 

This  Indenture  Made  the  seventeenth 
Day  of  June  in  the  Year  of  Our  Lord 
one  thous and’  s even  hundred  and 
sixty-five  Between  Jacob  Caufman 
of  the  township  of  Bern,  in  the 
county  of  Berks,  and  province  of 
Pennsylvania,  Taylor,  and  ANNA 
MARIA,  his  wife  of  the  one  part. 
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and  John  Schook  of  the  same 
place.  Joiner,  of  the  other 
part. ..the  said  John  Schook 
hath  made  through  the  land  of 
the  said  Jacob  Caufman  with  a 
Free  Board  or  Passage  on  both 
sides  of  the  said  Race  which 
Free  Board  or  Passage  is  three 
Feet  in  Breadth  on  the  upper 
side  of  the  same  Race  or  Water¬ 
course  and  fourteen  feet  in 
Breadth  on  the  lower  side  of 
the  said  Race  or  Watercourse... 
with  the  privilege  of  making 
the  said  Mill  Dam  so  much  higher 
than  it  now  is... Schook  then 
given  the  right  to  pass  up  and 
down  the  Race  and  round  the  Mill 
Dam,  and  Jacob  Caufman  the  right 
at  his  expense  to  build  a  fence 
across  the  Mill  Race,  erecting 
Gates.  (John  Shock  and  his 
heirs).  Yielding  and  paying  on 
the  first  day  of  March  Yearly 
and  every  Year,  one  Pepper  Corn 
if  Demanded. 

The  Deed  was  signed  in  German 
script  by  JACOB  KAUFFMAN  and 
two  of  the  witnesses,  Herman 
Hoffinger  and  Andreas  Hagenbach 
before  Henry  Christ,  Aug.  13,  1766, 
one  of  his  Majesty’s  Justices  of 
the  Peace  of  Berks  County. 

Benjamin  Lightfoot  of  the  Town  of 
Reading  in  the  same  County,  Mer¬ 
chant,  upon  his  solomon  Affirmation 
according  to  law  (he  being  one  of 
the  People  called  Quakers)  declared 
above  Deed  as  correct.  James  Read, 

Esq.  as  one  of  his  Majesty's 
Justices  of  the  Peace  signed, 
and  as  Recorder,  recorded  the 
Deed  Dec.  21,  1769. 

The  above  Deed  gives  the  name  of  Jacob  Kaufman's  wife, 
and  also  reveals  that  Jacob,  besides  being  a  farmer,  was 
also  a  taylor. 

Jacob  Kaufman's  plantation  of  about  700  acres  was 
located  about  a  mile  east  of  Shar t les v  il le  and  a  little 
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over  a  mile  north  of  the  road.  In  recent  years,  Samuel  B. 
Kaufman,  a  descendant,  and  his  wife,  Ellen,  lived  on  the 
tract  where  the  mill  was  located.  In  1957  the  old  mill  was 
in  good  repair  but  the  watercourse  was  gone  since  such 
mills  are  no  longer  in  use.  Kaufman's  Mill  was  located  on 
the  stream  known  as  Kaufman's  Creek,  and  is  shown  on  the 
old  map  of  Pennsylvania  of  1777.  Wagner's  Mill,  now  Fish- 
bach,  was  further  down  on  this  same  Creek.  Both  of  these 
were  here  in  Pre-Revolutionary  days.  Below  Wagner's  Mill 
on  the  same  stream  was  Kepner ' s  Mill.  Now  the  stream  is 
known  as  Mill  Creek.  Incidentally,  the  early  millstones 
were  imported  from  Germany. 

The  Indians  were  troublesome  between  the  years  1754 
and  1764.  For  this  reason  Jacob  built  a  cellar  under  his 
house  particularly  adapted  for  defense  against  the  Indians. 
His  grist  mill  was  used  as  a  fort.  In  Major  Asher  Clayton's 
Report,  June  1,  1764,  is  mentioned  Kauffman's  Mill  of  Bern 

Twp . ,  with  Sergeant  Jacob  Kern  and  fourteen  men  stationed 
there  (Hist,  of  Berks  Co.,  p.  107).  Jacob's  brother, 
Christian,  and  a  neighboring  family,  that  of  Moyer,  were 
killed  by  the  Indians.  Roger  Moyer  of  Reading,  a  descend¬ 
ant  of  this  neighbor,  Frederick  Moyer,  sent  me  the  following 
s  tory  in  1922  . 

Frederick  Moyer  and  his  wife  were 
massacred  by  the  Indians  while 
engaged  in  peaceful  pursuits.  He 
was  mowing  the  grass  near  his 
house  with  children  playing  near 
him  when  suddenly  the  Indians 
came  upon  him.  He  took  the 
youngest  child,  possibly  two 
years  old,  in  his  arms  and  tried 
to  escape  only  to  be  shot  down 
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and  scalped.  The  child  was 
shot  through  an  arm  and  thrown 
into  the  ditch  of  water  that 
came  from  a  spring  in  the 
meadow,  but  fortunately  for  the 
infant  the  water  only  came  to  its 
mouth . 

A  man  by  the  name  of  Jacob  Kaufman 
who  lived  in  the  vicinity  heard 
the  shots  when  the  Moyers  were 
murdered.  Surmising  that  someone 
was  in  peril,  he  seized  his  gun, 
and  hastened  in  the  direction 
from  whence  the  sound  of  the  shots 
came. 

He  arrived  at  the  scene  of  the 
tragedy  after  it  had  been  enacted. 

He  saw  the  child  in  the  ditch  where 
the  Indians  had  thrown  it  and 
picked  it  up.  It  was  still  alive 
and  by  his  care  and  nurture  it 
became  the  nucleus  of  the  present 
Moyer  family.  All  of  the  other 
members  of  the  family  were  killed. 

The  surviving  child  remained  in 
the  Kaufman  family.  At  the  age 
of  21  he  took  over  the  Moyer 
homes  tead . 

Brunner  in  his  book.  The  Indians  of  Berks  County, 
refers  to  this  tragedy  as  having  occurred  in  June  1754. 

In  a  Petition  f or  Soldiers ,  Mar.  15  ,  1758  ,  by  Bern 
Twp.,  Berks  County  inhabitants  to  Gov.  Denny  urging  that 
more  help  be  sent  to  the  forts  along  the  Blue  Mountains,  is 
found  the  signature  of  JACOB  KAUFFMANN.  See  Introduction. 

Jacob  Kaufman  appears  on  the  tax  lists  of  Bern  Twp.  in 
1759,  1767-1785  (His  t .  of  Berks  Co. ,  p.  1128;  Pa.  Arch.  Ser. 
3,  Vo 1  .  18  :  83,  201,  320,  449,  576,  707).  Census  1790, 

Jacob  Kaufman,  churchman,  one  male  over  16;  one  female  over 
16.  This  implies  that  there  were  two  adults,  and  the 
children  were  grown. 
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Jacob  Kaufman  appears  on  the  list  of  Lutheran  members 


of  St.  Michael's  Church  in  1769.  In  the  Records  of  John 
Casper  Stoever  17  30-17  7  9  this  church  is  referred  to  as  "the 
church  Kauffman  Michael"  on  the  1772  baptismal  list.  This 
term  means  St.  Michael's  Church  near  Kauffman. 

Jacob  Kaufman,  Senior,  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance 
before  Jacob  Weaver,  July  31,  1778.  Witnessed  by  Henry 

Christ,  Recorder  (Original  Record  Bk.  D,  Vol.  1:60,  Hist. 
Soc.  of  Berks  Co.). 

On  the  Class  list  Upper  Company  of  Bern  Twp . ,  Berks 
Co.  Militia,  May  4,  1784,  are:  VALENTINE  KAUFMAN,  Sergeant; 
ADAM  KAUFMAN,  4th  Class;  GEORGE  KAUFMAN,  5th  Class;  JACOB 
KAUFMAN,  6th  Class;  PHILIP  KAUFMAN,  7th  Class;  JOST  KAUFMAN, 
8th  Class  (Pa.  Ar ch .  Ser.  6,  Vol.  3:86).  The  Captain  of 
this  group  was  Jacob  Schertel. 

Jacob  Kaufman  made  a  Will  dated  Sept.  8,  1800  and 

proved  Nov.  11,  1801.  It  was  written  by  him.  Witnesses 
were  George  Kaufman  and  Adam  Kaufman.  Executors  appointed 
were  Valentine  Kaufman  and  Joseph  Kaufman.  Since  no  mention 
of  a  wife  was  made  she  died  before  1800.  His  estate  was  to 
be  equally  divided  among  all  his  children,  with  the  reserva¬ 
tion  that  his  daughter,  Anna  Maria,  who  was  first  the  wife 
of  Joseph  Althous  but  now  married  to  Christian  Albrecht, 
her  children,  namely  the  two  sons,  Joseph  Althous  and 
Daniel  Althous  and  the  daughter,  Anna  Maria  Althous,  should 
inherit  a  share  of  his  remaining  assets,  namely  that  share 
which  his  daughter,  Anna  Maria,  wife  of  Christian  Albrecht 
would  inherit.  No  other  issue  was  mentioned  nor  was  the 

number  of  children  who  survived  him  given  (Will  Bk.  4:442, 
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Berks  Co.  C .  H  .  )  . 

The  graves  of  Jacob  Kaufman  and  his  wife,  Anna  Maria, 
have  not  been  found.  Like  the  graves  of  many  of  the  early 
settlers,  they  have  probably  been  destroyed.  Where  refer¬ 
ences  for  dates  in  the  Kaufman  issue  is  not  given,  they 
were  taken  from  the  Church  Records  of  St.  Michael's.

Schertel  -  Shartle 

BERNHARD  SCHERTEL  arrived  Sept.  23,  1732,  at  the  age 

of  23,  on  the  ship  Adventure ,  Master  Robert  Curson.  It 
sailed  from  Rotterdam,  last  from  Cowes.  Palatines  (Pa. 
Ger.  Pion . ,  Vol.  1:87).  Palatine  became  a  term  often 
applied  to  all  Germans  from  the  Rhine  Valley,  and  does  not 
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necessarily  mean  that  all  passengers  came  from  the  Palatin¬ 
ate.  Bernhard  was  from  Wurttemberg  (Wur t tembergers ,  Hist. 
Soc.  of  Berks  Co.).  He  was  naturalized  as  a  citizen  of 
Great  Britain  on  April  10,  1761,  by  the  Supreme  Court  at 

Philadelphia.  He  had  taken  the  Sacrament,  Mar.  22,  1761. 

For  a  person  to  become  naturalized,  it  was  necessary  for 
him  to  have  lived  in  the  colony  seven  years,  and  to  have 
participated  in  the  Lord's  Supper  in  some  Protestant  Church 
(Pa .  Ar ch .  Ser.  2,  Vol.  2:348). 

Bernhard  Schertel  probably  was  a  descendant  of  a 
branch  of  the  Swabian  family  so  well  known  during  the 
fifteenth  and  sixteenth  centuries.  The  roost  illustrious 
member  of  this  family  was  Baron  Sebastian  Schertlin  of 
Burtenbach,  Hohenburg,  and  Bissingen;  Knight,  Colonel,  and 
Adviser  to  the  Roman  Emperor,  Charles  V.  He  was  born 
February  12,  1496,  at  Schorndorf  in  Swabia,  which  later 

became  Wurttemberg,  now  Baden.  He  was  knighted  May  4, 

1534,  and  served  in  the  armies  of  Franzen  von  Sickingen 
and  George  Furstenberg.  He  was  in  the  service  of  Emperor 
Charles  V;  became  Field  Marshal  of  France  in  1556  under 
Francis  I;  returned  to  the  service  of  Charles  V;  became 
general  of  the  army  of  the  Smalkald  League.  He  was  a  con¬ 
temporary  of  Maximilian  I  and  also  of  Martin  Luther.  Like 
a  number  of  German  princes  he  became  a  Lutheran  and  fought 
for  its  cause  (History  of  the  German  People,  Janssen; 
Lexicon  of  German  Nobility,  Knesehke). 

He  accumulated  large  estates.  These  were  near 
Schorndorf,  Baden,  at  Burtenbach;  and  in  the  Minden  Valley, 
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Bavaria;  and  in  the  knight  fief  Heu t ings he im ,  Wurttemberg. 
The  Schertel  family  also  owned  estates  at  Basel,  Berne, 
Zurich,  and  Constance.  Sebastian  lived  in  Switzerland  for 
at  least  six  years  as  an  exile. 

An  autobiography,  Leben  und  To ten  des  we iland 
wohledein  Ritters  Sebastian  S  cher  1 1 in  von  Bur  tenbach,  by 
Engelbert  Hagaur,  published  by  Berlegis  Albert  Langen, 
Munchen,  Germany,  in  1910,  gives  genealogical  data.  The 
author  took  part  of  his  material  from  the  original  hand¬ 
writing  of  the  Knight  found  at  Stuttgart  in  The  Historical 
Handwritings  of  the  Royal  Public  Library,  Vol.  I,  Folio  10: 
337-386.  Sebastian  Schertlin  married  Barbara  von  Stenda  in 
1518.  She  died  April  22,  1569.  Their  issue  were:  Ursula 
1521-1569,  married  pans  von  Stammheim  of  Geissingen;  Hans 
Sebastian  born  1523  at  Constance,  Switzerland,  died  1596, 
married  Verona  Giessen  in  1555;  Hans  Philip  born  1531, 
married  Rossina  of  Freiherrn  in  1560.  Philip  was  killed 
April  1568  in  the  war  against  the  Spanish  Duke  of  Alba  in 
the  Netherlands.  He  had  no  issue.  Hans  Sebastian  and 
Veronica  had  the  following  issue:  Maria,  1557;  Agnes, 

1558;  Hans  Jorg,  1559;  Hans'  Jacob,  1560-1563;  Barbara,  1562;

Hans  Henrich,  1569;  Veronica,  1571;  Anna  Regina,  1572; 
Rosanna,  1574;  Sabina,  1576.  The  following  cousins  of  the 
Baron  are  mentioned:  Ludwig  Schertel,  Hans  Conrad  Schertel, 
Frank  Schertel.  A  sister,  Agnes,  of  Rostatt,  is  also  given. 

Although  the  Baron  lived  at  Burtenbach  much  of  the 
time,  he  moved  to  Augsburg,  Bavaria,  in  1569,  where  he  died 
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in  1577.  He  was  buried,  however,  in  the  church  at  Burten- 
bach  beside  his  wife.  His  son,  Hans  Sebastian,  born  July 
6,  1523,  at  Burtenbach,  and  died  there  March  11,  1596,  is 

also  buried  here.  The  church  was  still  standing  in  1958. 
Descendants  of  this  line  are  still  living  in  this  region. 

Hes  ber ger 1 s  Wr i t ings ,  page  40,  and  State  Papers  Number 
10 ,  give  a  genealogical  chart  of  the  line  of  descent  of 
Schertlin  von  Burtenbach.  The  last  entry  is  Christian 
Bernhard  Schertel,  born  1694,  son  of  Johan  Sebastian 
S  cher  te 1 . 

About  a  year  before  World  War  II  an  attempt  was  made 
to  find  Bernard  Schertel ' s  parents,  but  the  war  interrupted 
the  search,  and  since  then  it  has  been  almost  impossible  to 
get  research  done  in  Germany.  Not  all  of  the  Schertels 
were  located  at  Schorndorf,  but  were  spread  about  in  many 
districts,  for  they  were  mostly  officials  of  the  duke. 

A  Bernhard  Schertel  lived  at  Solothurn,  Switzerland 
who  had  a  son,  Philip,  born  about  1640.  Philip  had  a  son, 
Johannes,  1675-1750  (Swiss  Lexicon) . 

Tubingen  University,  Wurttemberg,  has  this  informa¬ 
tion:  Jacob  Bernhard  Schertelin  graduated  March  28,  1688. 

He  was  a  Lutheran  minister.  His  wife  was  Anna  Katherina. 
Jacob  Bernhard  was  born  in  1667  probably  at  Ludwigsberg. 

He  preached  there  from  1690-1695;  at  Hornberg  1694;  at 
Pforzheim  1697;  at  Ossweil  1707;  at  Zell-Altbach  1720-1733 
where  he  died  Dec.  18,  1736.  He  had  six  children,  four  of 

whom  were:  John  Jacob,  1703,  pastor  at  Neumburg,  died 
1762;  M.  Jacob  Frederick  born,  July  15,  1696  at  Hornberg, 
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Baden;  Peter  Bernhardt  born  1701,  died  1759  at  Ludwigsburg, 
Baden;  Esther  F.  born  April  7,  1709  (Pastors  Rentschler  and 

Meyer  of  Ossweil  and  Ludwigsburg).  The  son,  Jacob  Freder¬ 
ick,  graduated  from  Tubingen  University  in  1717.  He 
preached  at  Zell-Altbach  1733-1748  near  Esslingen.  He 
came  to  Pennsylvania  in  1753,  and  was  a  Lutheran  minister 
in  Lehigh  and  Bucks  Counties. 

A  Michael  Schertel,  schoolmaster  at  Herrenberg  had  a 
number  of  children  but  no  Bernhard.  His  son,  Johannes,  was 
baptized  Feb.  2,  1709. 

Johann  Schertel,  a  city  official  of  Stuttgart  in  1939, 
is  descended  from  Wolfgang  Schertel,  Bernreuth,  Bavaria, 
whose  oldest  son  was  Christian  Schertel  born  Feb.  16,  1768, 

who  had  a  son,  Johann  George,  b.  Oct.  29,  1796,  who  had  a 

son,  Matthus ,  b.  June  3,  1824,  who  had  a  son,  Lorenz 
Schertel,  father  of  Johann  of  Stuttgart. 

Melchoir  Schertel,  who  arrived  in  1738,  came  from 
Lobrun,  Zabergen,  Wurrtemberg.  Johannes  Schertel,  who 
arrived  in  1752,  came  from  Dagersheim,  Wurttemberg. 

During  the  rule  of  Karl  Alexander  of  Wurttemberg,  the 
Finance  Director  maneuvered  to  get  the  textile  mills  of 
the  Schertel  families.  Some  of  these  linen  factories  were 
located  at  Urach,  Maulbronn  and  Stuttgart.  Members  of  the 
family  were  also  harassed  in  person.  It  was  at  this  time 
that  Schertels  began  to  arrive  in  America,  and  Bernhard  was 
the  first  of  these. 

The  search  for  Bernhard's  parents  has  been  negligible. 
Further  attempts  would  probably  prove  that  he  was  connected 


with  the  Swabian  family.

S har t les v il le  was  named  for  the  Schertel  family.  At 
least  the  east  end  of  the  town  was  on  John  Shartle 's  tract. 
About  1765,  the  Schertel  family  built  a  hotel  around  which 
the  town  was  built.  The  hotel  was  known  as  the  "Log  Cabin" 
The  second  building  replaced  the  first  in  1801,  but  it  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1905.  A  general  store  was  conducted 
in  connection  with  it.

The  old  Jacob  Schertel  place,  which  was  in  the 
family  for  several  generations,  was  purchased  by 
Orlando  F.  Berger  who  was  born  in  1853.  Berger  had  a 
sword  which  was  used  by  Capt.  Jacob  Schertel  in  the 
Revolutionary  War.  Orlando  Berger  was  the  husband  of 
Mary  Ann  Clauser,  daughter  of  Harrison  and  Rebecca. 
This  farm  is  on  the  north  side  of  Route  22  between 
Hamburg  and  Shart les ville .  In  1957  the  barn  bore  the 
name  of  Orlando  Berger. 

Jacob  Schertel  was  a  Captain  in  the  Revolutionary 
War,  3rd  Battalion,  3rd  Company  of  Berks  Co.  riflemen 
in  1777.  Other  officers  were:  Col.  M.  Lindemuth, 
Ensign  Adam  Klauser,  1st  Lieut.  George  Albright,  2nd 
Lieut.  George  Kaufman.  He  was  also  a  Captain  of  the 
4th  Battalion,  5th  Company  in  1780  under  Col.  Nathan 
Lutz  (Pji.  Arch.  Ser.  2,  Vol.  13:  265,  277,  286;  Pa . 
Arch.  Ser.  2,  Vol.  5:209). 

Jacob  Schertel,  rank  Captain,  served  in  Hartley’s 
Continental  Regiment.  Disability:  wounded  by  a  party 
of  Indians,  while  on  actual  duty,  by  a  musket  ball 
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which  passed  through  his  right  ear,  which  wound  caused 
dizziness  and  rendered  him  incapable  of  following  his 
business,  and  that  he  was  disabled  in  1778  at  Muncy 
Creek  (on  a  list  of  applicants  for  pension  submitted 
to  the  House  of  Representatives  by  the  Secretary  of 
War,  Apr.  25,  1794,  printed  in  the  American  State 
Papers ,  Class  9,  p.  101).  Muncy  Creek,  a  tributary  of 
the  Susquehanna,  near  Fort  Shamokin,  Northumberland 
County,  was  the  region  where  Hartley's  Regiment  under 
General  Sullivan  led  an  expedition  against  the  Indians 
which  was  carried  north  into  New  York. 

Jacob  is  also  recorded  as  Captain,  annual  allow¬ 
ance,  one  hundred  twenty  dollars.  The  Revolutionary 
War  Pension  commenced  Sept.  4,  1793,  under  the  Act  of 

June  7,  1785  (Veterans  Adm . ,  Wash.  D.  C.). 

Jacob  Schertel  was  also  wounded  in  the  Battle. of 
Princeton,  N.  J.  where  he  was  taken  prisoner  by  the 
British  while  laying  wounded  on  the  field.  He  was 
taken  to  a  hospital  in  Philadelphia.  Later  he  was 
exchanged  for  a  British  officer  who  had  been  captured 
by  the  Americans  (Francis  Paizley  Lee,  State  Historian, 
N.  J.). 

During  the  battle  of  Long  Island,  Capt.  Schertel 
was  stationed  with  other  commands  at  Perth  Amboy,  N. 

J.  to  prevent  a  landing  there  of  the  troops-  from  the 
British  fleet.  While  Washington  was  carrying  on  his 
campaign  in  the  region  of  White  Plains,  N.  Y., 

Schertel  had  command  of  wagon  brigades  which  brought 

munitions  and  food  to  him  from  Pennsylvania. 
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Jacob  Schertel's  commission,  muster-rolls,  pay¬ 
rolls,  orders,  and  other  papers  incidental  to  his 
military  service,  are  in  the  possession  of  descend¬ 
ants.  Cyrus  Fox  has  some  of  them. 

JACOB  SCHERTEL  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  Apr. 
24,  1778,  before  Henry  Christ,  Reading  (Hist.  Soc. 
Berks  Co.).  Jacob's  wife,  Elizabeth,  managed  the 
hotel,  the  farm,  and  even  shod  horses  while  Jacob  was 
in  the  War.

In  1767  Johannes  Claas  owned  100  acres  about  six  miles 
from  Leesport,  and  a  fourth  mile  above  Molltown  just  over 
the  boundary  between  Richmond  and  Maidencreek  Twp.  on  the 
main  road.  The  first  house  was  torn  down,  and  another 
house  was  built  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  site  of 
the  original  house  under  the  hill  from  it.  The  present 
stone  house  bears  the  following  inscription:  "John  B. 

Kaufman  and  Sarah  H.  (Glass)  Kaufman  1851." 

A  descendant  of  Johannes  Claass,  Mrs.  John  Jacob 
Mohr,  Aldine  Hotel,  Philadelphia,  inherited  the  Claass 
Family  Bible.  After  her  death  the  Bible  was  put  into  the 
custody  of  her  son.  The  records  in  the  Bible  were  trans¬ 
lated  by  Samuel  W.  Pennypacker,  former  Governor  of 
Pennsylvania,  and  President  of  the  Historical  Society  of 
Pa.  They  were  published  in  the  Genealogical  Society  of 
Pennsylvania  Vol.  IV,  No.  1:22,  March  1909,  as  follows: 

I,  Johannes  Claass  was  born  the 
3rd  of  May  in  the  year  1709,  and 
my  wife,  Catharina,  was  born  the 
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6th  of  October  in  the  year  1709; 
and  when  I  die  I  want  my  funeral 
text  to  be  the  51st  Psalm... and 
my  wife's  funeral  text  is  the 
42d  Psalm...  She  died  the  17th 
of  May  1773. 

1764  on  the  20th  of  March  is  my 
daughter  ELIZABETH  entered  in 
the  holy  marriage  state  and  was 
married  with  Jacob  Sch(illeg.) 
by  Mr.  preacher  Michele. 

Jost  Lemmler  at  Holtzhausen  has 
presented  this  in  1661. 

Johannes  Lemmler  wrote  this. 

Jost  Lemmler  out  of  Holtzhausen, 
to  whom  this  Bible  belonged, 
bequeathed  it  to  Johann  Simon 
Dexter,  and  by  Dexter  it  was 
bequeathed  to  his  daughter 
Catharina,  wife  of  Johannes  Claass, 
and  now  it  is  Johannes  Claass'  in 
the  year  of  Christ  1748  the  5th 
day  of  January.  Happened  in  Lower 
Drasselndorf  (?),  in  Nassau, 

Dillenburg  land  in  the  county 
Burbach  in  (illeg.)  ground  in 
1748  and  may  the  love  of  God 
preserve  it  from  all  misfortune 
that  it  may  henceforth  be  planted 
among  childrens'  children  from 
now  to  everlasting.  Amen. 

Johann  Simon  Dexter  died  in  the 
year  of  Christ  1745  and  my 
(Johannes  Class')  mother  died  in 
the  year  of  Christ  1734  in 
October.  Her  funeral  text  was 
written  in  the  Prophet  Nahum  in 
the  1st  Chapter  7th  and  8th 
verses . 

1782  Johannes  Peter  Stahl  is  a 
son  born  3d  of  July,  baptized 
18th  May  1783. 

Cyrus  G.  Fox,  a  descendant,  examined  this  Bible  and 
translated  the  surname  of  Jacob  as  Schertel.  Preacher 
Michele  was  Rev.  Philip  Michael,  Reformed,  an  early 
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minister,  one  of  whose  churches  was  St.  Michaels  now  in 
Tilden  Twp . 

It  is  not  known  who  wrote  nor  why  the  notation  about 
Stahl. 

Jost  Lemmler  gave  the  Bible  to  his  son,  Johannes 
Lemmler,  who  in  turn  gave  it  to  his  son-in-law,  John  Simon 
Dextrar.  The  name  of  Lemmler 's  daughter,  wife  of  Dextrar, 
is  nof  known.  John  Simon  Dextrar  gave  the  Bible  to  his 
daughter,  Catharina,  and  her  husband,  Johannes  Claas,  who 
brought  it  to  America.  It  is  over  three  hundred  years  old. 

Some  of  the  Claass  issue  were  born  in  Germany  probably 
Dillenburg  which  is  the  Dillenburg  in  Nassau  in  the  region 
of  Burbach  on  the  east  side  of  the  Rhine  River  north  of 
Frankfort  and  east  of  Bonn.  It  is  south  of  the  S ieg  River 
and  north  of  the  Lahn  River.  The  name  Dexter  was  probably 
spelled  Dextrar,  the  mistake  was  probably  made  in  the 
translation.

Hix  and  Associated  Lines 
Hicks  -  Hix 

The  national  origin  of  a  line  is  determined  by  its 
surname,  and  no  name  is  more  thoroughly  English  than  Hicks 
or  its  variant  Hix.  All  of  the  following  names  -  Hicks, 
Hickes ,  Hickson,  Hix,  Hixson,  Higgs,  Higgin,  Higginson, 
Dick,  Dix,  Dickson,  Dixson  -  originated  in  England  during 
the  time  of  Richard  Coeur  de  Lion  (A  Dictionary  of  English 
and  Welsh  Names  with  Special  American  Instances,  ed. 
Charlef  W.  Bradshy,  M.  A.,  Oxford  Univ.  Press,  1901). 
Nevertheless,  I  am  aware  of  the  fact  that  the  name  Hix  is 
found  in  Germany,  though  rarely.  In  reverse,  one  can  com¬ 
pare  it  with  the  name  Heyer  of  German  origin  found  in 
England  centuries  ago.  However,  Heyer  of  Berks  County  is 
from  Germany  and  appears  on  the  ship  lists.  On  the  other 
hand,  no  name  resembling  Hicks  or  Hix  is  found  on  the  ship 
lists  docking  at  Philadelphia.  While  these  lists  are  not 
complete,  most  German  surnames  of  those  who  arrived  here 
are  found  on  them,  even  though  the  specific  immigrant  is 
not  given. 

Although  the  earliest  settlers  of  Berks  County  were 
mostly  German,  some  British  came  to  this  region  at  a  later 
date.  These  seem  to  have  been  descendants  of  the  immi¬ 
grants  who  probably  came  from  some  concentrated  areas  like 
Chester  and  Bucks  Counties  or  from  another  state.  The 
earliest  Hicks  found  in  Berks  County  was  Angelina  Hicks, 
wife  of  John  Eckert,  of  Heidelberg  Township,  where  a  son 
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was  born  in  1750.  When  Conrad  Hicks  arrived  in  Berks  is 
not  known,  but  he  was  married  there  in  1768.  Conrad  had 
some  connection  with  Heidelberg  Township,  for  he  appears 
there  on  the  Census  1790,  and  he  and  his  family  appear  as 
sponsors  at  Hahn's  Church.  His  land,  purchased  in  1776 
from  the  Thomas  Connor  estate,  was  in  Brunswick  north  of 
the  Blue  Mountains,  where  he  appears  on  the  tax  lists.  He 
returned  to  Brunswick  before  1800.  His  stay  in  Heidelberg 
was  probably  only  temporary,  until  the  Indian  maraudings 
north  of  the  mountains  subsided.  His  wife's  people  lived 
in  Richmond  Township.  Not  all  of  the  Hicks  lineages  in 
Pennsylvania  and  other  states  have  been  completed,  and  so 
it  is  quite  possible  that  both  Angelina  and  Conrad  are 
connected  with  one  of  them. 

The  records  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  New  Jersey  and 
undoubtedly  of  other  colonies  as  well,  show  that  by  1740 
there  was  intermarriage  to  some  degree.  In  some  cases  an 
English  child  was  given  a  Dutch  or  German  Christian  name  in 
honor  of  a  friend  or  relative  whose  lines  had  intermarried. 
Examples  are  Conrad  Connor,  Conrad  More,  Conrad  West,  etc. 
If  Conrad  Hicks  was  English,  his  Christian  name  would  imply 
that  he  was  born  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic.  He  was  the 
son  of  Henry,  and  several  Henrys  were  living  in  the 
colonies  whose  issue  have  not  as  yet  been  found. 

Joseph  Hix,  1837-1912,  of  Shar ties v  il le ,  Berks  County, 
made  the  claim  that  Conrad  Hix  came  from  Hamburg,  Germany 
(History  of  Berks  County,  M.  L.  Montgomery,  1886).  Josiah 
Hicks,  1831-1896,  of  Somerset  County,  Pa.,  claimed  that 
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Conrad  Hicks  came  from  Hanau,  Hes s e-C as s el ,  a  statement 
published  by  a  descendant,  September  1958  in  the  National 
Genealogical  Quarterly .  The  fact  that  these  two  descend¬ 
ants  of  Conrad  did  not  agree  and  that  neither  had  the 
slightest  evidence  upon  which  to  base  his  claim  is  proof 
that  neither  knew  the  birthplace  of  Conrad  Hicks. 

A  contemporary  of  Joseph  and  Josiah  was  Emmelina  Hix 
Potteiger  of  Shar ties ville,  who  knew  her  grandfather, 

George  Hix,  eldest  son  of  Conrad.  She  repeatedly  tried  to 
impress  upon  the  younger  generation  that  Hicks  was  an 
English  line.  Her  grandfather  not  only  could  speak  Eng¬ 
lish,  but  he  used  his  influence  to  have  it  taught  in  the 
schools . 

A  minister  of  the  early  eighteen  hundreds  using  the 
word  "Europe"  as  a  birthplace  certainly  could  not  have  much 
weight.  This  could  mean  the  British  Isles  as  well  as  the 
Continent.  Besides,  a  person  with  a  British  background 
who  nevertheless  spoke  the  local  dialect  must  have  seemed 
foreign.  The  word  "Europe"  is  in  much  the  same  category 
as  the  phrase  "another  country,"  meaning  "another  state," 
the  use  of  which  was  found  as  late  as  1845. 

The  minister  who  married  Conrad  Hicks  and  Anna  Maria 
Heyer  was  German.  He  spelled  the  name  Hix  because  Germans 
changed  cks  to  x.  However,  the  variant  Hix  is  quite  as 
English  as  Hicks.  He  would  naturally  spell  Henry  as 
Henrich.  The  earliest  deeds  and  tax  lists  show  the  name 
Hicks . 

For  a  number  of  reasons,  several  descendants,  includ¬ 
ing  two  aunts  and  an  uncle  and  me,  agree  with  Emmalina 
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Hlx  that  the  line  was  originally  English. 

Conrad  Hicks  is  considered  here  as  the  first  settler 
of  the  line  in  Berks  County  and  not  as  the  immigrant. 

Explanation  of  Preceding  Maps 
Conrad  Hicks  purchased  on  Jan.  12,  1776,  from  the 
heirs  of  Thomas  Connor,  119  A.,  80  p.  in  Brunswick  Twp . , 
then  Berks  Co.,  but  later  Manheim  Twp.,  Schuylkill  Co. 

This  tract  was  originally  issued  to  Philip  Hopf  (Hope)  on 
Apr.  3,  1751.  Hopf  sold  it  to  Jacob  Sherman  on  Dec.  16, 
1753,  who  sold  it  to  Thomas  Connor,  Feb.  16,  1754.  Hicks 
patented  this  tract,  known  as  "Hicks  bur g" ,  on  Dec.  24, 

1784  (Pat.  Bk.  P-4-247).  At  a  later  date  it  was  owned  by 
John  Kerschner  a  grandson  of  Conrad.  Description:  Begin¬ 
ning  at  the  northeast  corner  it  extended  westward  S  72  W, 
130  perches  to  a  pine  stump;  S  21  E,  202  p.  to  a  post;  N 
72  E,  72  3/4  p.  to  a  White  Oak;  N  5  W,  207  p.  to  beginning. 

Daniel  Lefty  received  warrant  Sept.  28,  1752  for  a 

tract  north  of  Hicks.  Patented  to  Jacob  Beck  on  Jan.  12, 
1831.  Jacob  Reed  received  warrant  Mar.  21,  1750  for  the 

tract  south  of  Hicks.  Patented  to  Abraham  Foyt  on  Mar.  15, 
1803.  John  Bucks  had  this  tract  surveyed  Mar.  16,  1787. 
Conrad  Minnich  received  a  warrant  Oct.  3,  1785,  patented  to 

him  Apr.  29,  1786  for  425  A.  This  tract  was  east  of  Hicks 
and  extended  along  both  sides  of  the  East  Branch  of  the 
Schuylkill  River,  including  the  tract  once  owned  by  George 
Dreibehlis  and  later  by  John  Pott. 

Thomas  Starr,  northwest  of  Hicks,  had  this  tract 
resurveyed  Aug.  28,  1809,  but  it  is  still  not  patented  in 

1959.  John  Bucks,  west  of  Hicks,  surveyed  Mar.  16,  1787. 
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Patented  to  Abraham  Foyt,  Mar.  15,  1803.  Original  warrant 

was  dated  June  28,  1768. 

Conrad  Hicks  received  a  Warrant,  Nov.  5,  1785,  Bruns¬ 

wick  Twp . ,  later  Manheim  Twp . ,  and  possibly  still  later 
Norweigian  Twp.  This  tract  was  surveyed.  Sept.  2,  1795, 

then  in  Manheim  Twp.  for  103  A.,  19  p.  Patented  to  Henry 

Heister  on  Oct.  14,  1830.  This  tract  is  less  than  five 
miles  west  of  Pottsville. 

Morris  Turner,  tract  northwest  of  Hicks,  was  later 
owned  by  John  Moyes .  Patented  to  Phineas  Freeman,  Sept. 
18,  1824.  William  Davis,  on  the  northeast,  had  tract  sur¬ 
veyed  Dec.  3,  1767.  Patented  Feb.  8,  1888  to  Arthur  St. 
Clair,  Samuel  Potts,  William  and  Luke  Morris.  Heirs  of 
John  Reed  once  owned  this  tract.  In  1785,  that  part 
adjoining  Hicks  was  owned  by  Potts.  At  some  time  Joseph 
Lyon  and  Joseph  Wood  owned  at  least  part  of  the  tract. 
George  Zerby,  on  the  west,  received  a  Warrant  Feb.  17, 
1791.  Patented  to  Daniel  Shappel,  Sept.  18,  1824.  Jacob 

Ewing,  west  of  Zerby,  received  a  Warrant  Dec.  8,  1824. 
Patented  to  John  Bannon  and  Fred  Lauderbrun  on  June  22, 
1830.  Conrad  Feger  received  a  warrant  Sept.  18,  1793. 
Patented  July  3,  1830  to  John  G.  Coster,  John  Hane ,  Henry 

Von  Sollinger,  and  Moses  Jacques,  in  trust.  Vacant  in 
1785.  William  Coleman  received  a  warrant  Nov.  18,  1793. 
Patented  to  same  group  as  that  of  Conrad  Feger ' s  tract. 
Others  interested  in  this  tract  were  Jacob  Zoll,  Joseph 
Lyon,  Joseph  Wood,  and  New  York  and  SchuylkiL.1  County  Coal 
Company.  Vacant  in  1785.  Henry  Light,  east  of  Hicks, 
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received  a  warrant  July  30,  1830.  Patented  to  Samuel  H. 

Kaercher,  110  A.,  on  May  6,  1889.  Vacant  in  1785. 

Those  of  British  descent  who  settled  here  were  Bannon, 
Bucks  (1768),  Boone,  Connor  (1754),  Coster,  Coleman,  Free¬ 
man,  Jones,  Lightfoot,  Lyon,  Morris,  Pennington,  Turner, 
Wood,  and  others.  Some  came  from  Chester  County  families. 

CONRAD  HICKS  (HIX),  son  of  Henry,  b.  July  13,  1740;  d. 
Dec.  21,  1814,  aged  75  yrs . ;  m.  on  May  15,  1768  to  Anna 
Maria  Heyer  who  was  b.  ca.  1747;  d.  Nov.  1,  1820,  dau.  of 
George  Heyer.  See  Heyer  line. 

Dates  for  Conrad  are  given  on  the  Burial  Records  of 
Hetzels  (Salem)  Ch.,  near  Pine  Grove,  Schuylkill  Co.  Der 
Readinger  Adler  states:  "November  1,  1820,  Bern  Township, 

Maria,  widow  of  Conrad  Hix,  aged  73  years."  Records  of 
Rev.  John  Waldschmidt,  Reformed,  show  "Conrad  Hix,  son  of 
Henrich  Hix,  married  Anna  Maria,  dau.  of  George  Heyer,  May 
15,  1768"  (Pa_.  Arch.  Ser.  6,  Vol.  6:229). 

Conrad  Hicks  settled  in  that  section  of  Berks  County 
just  north  of  the  Blue  Mountains  which  later  became  a  part 
of  Schuylkill  County.  His  homestead  was  in  the  vicinity  of 
Cressona.  One  of  Conrad's  sons  was  baptized  at  the  Red 
Church  near  Orwigsburg  in  1773.  This  region  had  many  seri¬ 
ous  Indian  maraudings  which  continued  until  about  1795. 
Sometimes  the  homesteaders  moved  south  of  the  mountains, 
but  they  would  return  at  intervals  in  order  to  carry  on 
their  farming. 

Conrad  Hicks  appears  on  the  Brunswick  Twp . ,  Berks  Co. 
tax  lists  in  1779,  1780,  1781,  1784,  1785  as  owning  140 
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acres,  1  horse,  2  cattle  (Pj_.  Ar  ch .  Ser.  3,  Vol.  18:196, 
331,  459,  586,  717). 

Deed  to  Conrad  Hicks  from  Conrad  Connor,  Jan.  12,  1776 

at  Berks  County  Court  House  is  abstracted  as  follows: 

Know  All  Men  by  these  Presents 
that  Conrad  Connor  of  Maiden 
Creek  Twp.,  Berks  Co.,  Pa.  and 
Mary,  his  wife;  John  Williams, 
weaver,  and  his  wife  Elizabeth; 

Thomas  Connor,  farmer  and  Esther 
his  wife;  in  consideration  of  one 
hundred  and  fifty  Pounds  in  hand 
paid  by  CONRAD  HICKS  of  New 
Brunswick  Twp.,  Berks  Co.,  Pa., 
blacksmith,  the  receipt  whereof 
they  do  hereby  acknowledge,  etc.

1754,  granted  same  to  Thomas 
Conner  (father  of  said  Conrad 
Conner)  in  fee,  who  dying 
interstate  left  his  widow, 
then  Elizabeth  Connor,  now 
Curry,  widow  of  Barnabas  Curry, 
late  of  Maiden  Creek  Twp., 
dec'd.,  and  issue  besides  the 
said  Conrad,  Thomas,  and 
Elizabeth  are  Samuel  Connor, 
his  eldest  son  and  heir  at  law, 

John  Connor,  Mary  now  wife  of 
Henry  Weiss;  Margaret,  now  wife 
of  Leonard  Lemly. . . . 

Conrad  Hicks  appears  on  the  Direct  Tax  Schedule  of 
Pennsylvania  of  1798  in  Windsor  Twp.,  Berks  Co.,  and  "for 
the  Township  annexed  from  Windsor"  (Original  Papers  for 
Pennsylvania,  National  Archives  Bk.  B:124:141).  The  Berks 
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County  Court  House  has  no  record  of  property  owned  by 
Conrad  in  Windsor  Twp . ,  which  however  is  not  conclusive 
because  many  deeds  were  never  recorded.  The  assessor  may 
have  believed  that  Brunswick  was  a  continuation  of  Windsor, 
and  the  annex  referred  to  may  have  been  Manheim  Twp.,  which 
was  formed  in  1790  from  Brunswick,  where  one  of  Conrad's 
tracts  was  located.  The  tax  levy  was  nineteen  cents  on  one 
hundred  dollars.  The  Windsor  property  was  assessed  at 
fifty  dollars,  and  the  tax  was  $.095.  The  property  of  the 

annexed  township  was  assessed  at  three  hundred  dollars,  and 

> 

the  tax  was  $  .  587 . 

Because  Congress  wanted  additional  revenue  in  case  we 
might  have  a  war  with  France,  it  levied  a  direct  tax  on 
houses.  This  tax  was  based  upon  the  yaluation  of  the 
number  and  size  of  the  windows.  The  law  was  passed  July  9, 
1798.  Great  resentment  was  shown  against  this  tax  which 
was  demonstrated  by  the  housewives  who  threw  hot  water  on 
the  assessor  upon  his  arrival.  For  this  reason  it  became 
known  as  the  Hot  Water  War.  This  open  defiance  evolved 
into  John  Fries'  Rebellion.  (John  Fries  was  from  Bucks 
Co.)  The  whole  affair  gave  Jefferson's  party  many  staunch 
supporters . 

CONRAD  HICKS  of  Brunswick  Twp.,  Berks  County  took  the 
Oath  of  Allegiance,  May  25,  1778,  before  Charles  Shoemaker 
of  Reading  (Hist.  Soc.  of  Berks  Co.,  Bk.  D,  Vol.  1:34). 

D.  A.  R.  No.  250503.  A  neighbor  of  Conrad  Hicks,  Capt. 
Conrad  Minnich  who  came  "from  Brunswick  Twp.  near  the 
Schuylkill,  several  miles  south  of  Sharp  Mountain  then  the 
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frontier,"  and  his  company  of  men  were  mustered  into 
service,  Aug.  7,  1777,  under  Col.  Daniel  Undree.  No  trace 

of  the  roster  has  been  found.  Census  1790,  Heidelberg 
Twp . ,  Berks  Co.,  Conrad  Hicks:  two  males  over  16;  three 
males  under  16;  four  females.  This  indicates  that  one  son 
over  16,  three  sons  under  16,  and  three  daughters  were 
living  at  home.  Why  Conrad  was  in  Heidelberg  Twp.  in  1790 
is  not  certain  unless  it  was  because  Indians  were  still 
troublesome  north  of  the  Blue  Mountains. 

The  History  of  Berks  C  oun ty ,  page  1135,  states  that 
Conrad  had  five  sons  and  two  daughters  who  were  George, 
Henry,  John,  Conrad,  Michael,  Anna  Maria  and  Rebecca. 

There  were  at  least  two  others,  Elizabeth  and  Hannah.

The  His  t ory  o  f  Berks  C  oun ty ,  page  1135,  states 
that  George  Hix  married  Miss  Nunemacher .  That  her 
name  was  Catharine  is  shown  in  a  Deed  recorded  at  the 
Berks  Co.  C.  H.  Deed  Bk . ,  Vol.  33:85.  A  property  of 
34  acres,  54  perches  in  Lower  Bern  Twp .  was  conveyed 
by  George  Hix  and  his  wife,  Catharine,  to  one  Daniel 
Heister  on  April  2,  1822  which  property  Hix  had  pur¬ 

chased  from  Henry  Miller  in  1819. 

Catharine  was  the  daughter  of  Ludwig  Nunemacher 
and  Anna  Barbara  nee  Weiss.  Ludwig's  son,  Jacob,  came 
into  possession  of  his  father's  land,  and  gave  notes 
to  his  sisters  and  brothers  in  payment  of  their  shares 
which  were  not  paid  in  full  at  the  time  of  his  death 
in  1825.  The  Administration  Bk .  9:354,  Berks  Co.  C. 

H.  shows  Letters  of  Administration  on  estate  of  Jacob 
Nunemacher  late  of  Bern  Twp.  granted  to  John  Loaman, 
Oct.  20,  1825.  Origina}  papers  in  accounting  of  estate 

of  Jacob  Nunemacher  stated  to  be  pursuant  to  order  of 
Orphaus  Court  Aug.  11,  1826,  gives  the  name  of 
Catharine  Hix.  This  proves  that  she  was  the  sister  of 
Jacob,  therefore,  the  daughter  of  Ludwig.  See 
Nunemacher  line. 

Catharine  Hix^nee  Nunemacher  is  listed  on  the 
burial  records  of  St.  Michael's  but  no  dates  are  given. 
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She  is  buried  in  the  Old  Cemetery  Row  6,  No.  9  but  no 
dates  are  on  the  marker. 

A  sale  recorded  in  Deed  Bk.  C-3-218,  Berks  Co.  C. 

H.  is  as  follows: 

June  3,  1828,  GEORGE  HIX  of

George  Hoyer  appears 
on  the  Alsace  Twp.  tax  list  of  1759  (Hist,  of  Berks  Co .  p. 
984).  He  also  appears  on  the  tax  lists  from  1767  to  1785 
(Pa.  Arch.  Ser.  3,  Vol.  18:26,  96,  177,  305,  433,  568, 

700)  . 
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GEORGE  HEIR  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  before  Jacob 
Shoemaker,  July  7,  1777  (Bk.  D,  Vol.  1:11,  Hist.  Soc.  of 
Berks  Co . ) . 

The  early  members  of  the  Heyer  family  attended  Alsace 
Church  located  several  miles  from  Reading.  In  its  cemetery, 
next  to  the  grave  of  Jacob  Hoyer  who  died  in  1834,  are  two 
old  and  worn  tombstones  bearing  German  inscriptions,  which 
are  believed  to  be  those  of  George  Hoyer  who  died  in  1790, 
and  his  wife  who  died  before  him.

Spat z  -  Spotts 

Spatz  families  lived  in  the  region  of  Nuremberg  and 
Regensburg,  Bavaria  during  earlier  centuries.  Wilhelmus 
Spatz  born  April  22,  1656,  married  to  Anna  Maria  Haessel, 

lived  at  Regensburg.  Two  of  his  children  were  Matthew  and 
Catharina,  but  since  about  1713  no  entries  of  Spatzes  were 
made  in  the  registers.  Because  of  an  epidemic  at  this 
period  and  also  because  of  constant  wars,  the  Spatz 
families  may  have  migrated  to  other  German  states.  Some 
Spatzes  settled  in  the  region  of  Sollingen  from  whence  they 
immigrated  to  America. 

MICHAEL  SPATZ  arr .  Oct.  4,  1752,  on  the  ship  Neptune , 

Capt.  John  Mason,  from  Rotterdam,  last  from  Cowes  (Pa.  Ger . 

P ion .  Vol.  1:494).  On  this  same  ship  was  Conrad  Schneider 
whose  daughter,  Margaretta,  married  Michael's  son, 

Valentine . 

Michael  Spatz  appears  on  the  Reading  tax  lists,  1767- 
1784  (P£.  Ar ch .  Ser.  3,  Vol.  18:246).  Census  1790,  Reading, 
Michael  Spatz,  Sr.:  one  male  over  16,  one  female  over  16. 

His  children  were  grown.  of  his  issue  follow.

C.,  and  was  captured  near  New  York.  He  served  18 
months  on  the  prison  ship  Old  Jersey. 

Michael  Spatz,  Jr.  was  believed  to  have  been  the 
last  Revolutionary  War  soldier  in  Reading  according 
to  the  Readinger  Adler . 

The  Will  of  Michael  Spatz,  Reading,  was  proved 

Sept.  1851  (Berks  Co.  C.  H.).  Abstract  follows: 

Mentioned  his  wife,  Catharine, 
who  received  home  at  the  south¬ 
west  corner  of  8th  and  Franklin 
Sts.,  also  tract  of  32  acres 
with  house  on  the  Neversink  Road 
purchased  from  George  M.  Keim. 

After  Catharine's  death,  "the 
estate  shall  go  to  the  two  sons 
of  my  nephew,  MICHAEL;  GEORGE 
and  MICHAEL.

According  to  the  Census  of  1800  Valentine  Spatz 
and  his  first  wife  had  at  least  five  sons,  and  at 
least  three  daughters.

proof  of  their  issue  is  difficult.  However,  Spatzes 
found  in  Bern,  Upper  Bern,  and  Centre  Townships  before 
1850  were  undoubtedly  descendants  of  Valentine  Spatz. 
Since  the  issue  of  the  second  wife  are  known,  the 
other  Spatzes  of  this  generation  and  in  this  locality, 
must  be  the  issue  of  the  first  wife.

At  least  four  early  Spatz  immigrants  settled  in  Berks 
County.  WILLIAM  SPATZ  arrived  in  1743,  LORENZ  SPATZ  in 
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1750,  GEORGE  MICHAEL  SPATZ  in  Sept.  1752,  and  MICHAEL  SPATZ 
in  Oct.  1752. 

A  Spatz  family  of  parents  and  four  children  were 
murdered  by  the  Indians  about  1755  near  Strausstown,  on  the 
old  Degler  farm  at  a  place  called  Bloody  Springs.  Neither 
the  exact  date  nor  first  names  are  known,  although  a  monu¬ 
ment  has  been  erected  in  their  honor. 

LORENZ  SPATZ  received  Lot  No.  195  in  Reading  on  Nov. 
19,  1753.  He  left  no  Will  and  nothing  more  is  known  about 
him  at  this  time. 

WILLIAM  SPATZ  received  a  warrant  in  Heidelberg  Twp . , 
May  15,  1751.  Early  descendants  of  his  are  found  at  Hahns, 
Christs,  and  St.  Daniels  Churches.  He  died  Feb.  23,  1764 

leaving  a  Will.  His  wife  was  Anna  Elizabeth;  his  sons  were 
John  George,  and  John  Conrad;  his  daughters  were  Eva 
Margaret,  Catharine,  and  Anna  Catharine.  Conrad  was  born 
Jan.  6,  1746,  died  in  1795.  His  wife  was  Elizabeth  Fisher; 
his  sons  were  Ludwig,  Conrad,  Daniel;  his  daughters  were 
Catharine,  Elizabeth,  and  Anna  Maria. 

Jacob  Spatz  of  Heidelberg  Twp.  died  in  1795.  His  wife 
was  Hester;  his  sons,  David  and  Daniel;  his  son-in-law, 
William  Michael.  A  son,  George,  died  in  1791,  single. 

GEORGE  MICHAEL  SPATZ  came  from  Sollingen,  Germany  and 
settled  in  Douglas  Twp.,  Berks  County.  His  descendants 
spread  into  the  neighboring  townships  of  Union,  Caernarvon, 
Amity,  Exter  and  Alsace.  His  Will  was  proved  in  1796  which 
mentions  wife,  Barbara;  sons,  Peter,  Andreas,  Michael, 
George;  daughters,  Barbara,  and  Elizabeth.  Son,  Andreas, 
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had  at  least  two  sons,  Peter  and  Samuel.  Another  Andrew  of 
Douglas  Twp .  died  in  1823  whose  wife  was  Susanna;  his  sons 
were  Peter,  George,  John.  His  son,  John,  died  before  1823 
and  was  probably  the  John  of  Union  Twp.  of  1805-1807. 

Christian  Spatz  on  the  tax  lists  of  Oley  Twp.  1779, 
Alsace  Twp.  1780-1787,  Exter  Twp.  1805;  John  Spatz  on  the 
tax  list  of  Exter  Twp.  1807;  and  John  Spatz  on  the  tax 
lists  of  Caernarvon  Twp.  1807-1810  who  had  four  daughters 
on  the  Census  of  1810,  are  in  all  probability  descendants 
of  George  Michael  Spatz  of  Douglas  Twp.  Nicholas  Spatz  of 
Alsace  Twp.  1784,  was  a  non-resident. 

Pinegrove  Twp.  north  of  the  Blue  Mountains,  shows  a 
JOHN  SPATZ  on  the  tax  lists  1788-1791.  He  received  a 
Warrant,  June  25,  1794,  which  was  not  patented  to  him. 
Census  1790,  Pinegrove  Twp.  John  Spatz:  one  male  over  16; 
two  males  under  16;  three  females.  He  seems  to  have 
disappeared  from  the  records  in  1798.  MATTHIAS  SPATZ, 
Pinegrove  Twp.  appears  on  the  tax  lists  1785-1791.  His 
wife  was  Barbara  (Hetzels  Ch.).  JACOB  SPATZ,  Pinegrove 
Twp.  appears  on  the  tax  lists  of  1782-1785.  The  Pinegrove 
group  may  be  descendants  of  Michael  of  Reading.

Spatz,  father  of  Valentine,  who  married  Margaretha, 


daughter  of  Conrad. 
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CONRAD  SCHNEIDER  b.  Jan.  22,  1722;  d.  Dec.  4,  1811;  m . 
Philipina  who  was  b.  Nov.  30,  1731;  d.  Mar.  31,  1783. 

Seven  children  (Tombstone  records,  old  cemetery  Bern  Ch., 
Bern  Twp . ) .  On  the  same  plot  is  buried  a  grandchild,  Jacob 
Spatz  1791-1796,  and  their  daughter,  MARGRETHA  SCHNEIDER, 
wife  of  Valentine  Spatz:  b.

1767  through  1785  (Pji.  Ar  ch .  Ser.  3,  Vol.  18:85,  111,  203, 
308,  579,  709.) 

CONRAD  SCHNEIDER  took  the  Oath  of  Allegiance,  Sept.  6, 
1777  before  Henry  Christ,  Berks  County  (Hist.  Soc.  of  Berks 
Co.). 

Although  Conrad  and  Philipina  had  seven  children,  only 
four  reached  maturity  and  married. 

Conrad  Schneider  made  a  Will  Nov.  20,  1805,  probated 

1811  (Will  Bk.  A  597-5-287,  Berks  Co.  C.  H.).  An  abstract 
follows :

Runckel  -  Runkle 

Runckels  in  America  claim  descent  from  the  Runckels 
that  lived  near  Limburg  on  the  Lahn  River  which  flows  into 
the  Rhine  near  Koblenz.  The  Castle  Runckel  was  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  River  about  four  miles  above  Limburg.  It  was 
built  in  1059,  and  around  it  grew  a  town  known  as  Runckel. 
The  place  was  destroyed  during  the  wars  of  1634  when  Germany 
was  invaded  by  Spain  and  Austria.  Most  of  the  people  fled 
leaving  only  270  inhabitants  behind.  However,  the  castle 
was  rebuilt  in  1642,  and  was  occupied  by  the  Lords  of 
Runckel  until  1825.  Since  then  it  has  been  used  as  the 
town  hall  of  Runckel  (The  Runckle  Family  by  Ben.  van  D. 
Fisher,  New  York,  1899). 

Limburg  was  in  the  Lower  Palatinate  of  1700  or  very 
close  to  its  border.  Although  the  Runckels  in  America  may 
or  may  not  have  come  directly  from  the  Burg  of  Runckel, 
they  in  all  probability  were  descendants  of  some  branch  of 
the  Runckels  on  the  Lahn  River.  Migration  in  the  German 
states  can  be  understood  when  one  takes  into  consideration 
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the  conditions  that  existed  at  that  time.  That  a  large 
landowner  or  even  a  nobleman  could  have  been  struck  down 
economically  is  not  so  surprising,  for  similar  situations 
have  occurred  in  European  countries  during  this  twentieth 
century,  even  to  the  extent  where  members  of  nobility  have 
immigrated  to  America.

His  father,  Johan  Ludwig 
Nonnenmacher,  arrived  Sept.  16,  1751,  on  the  ship  Nancy 

He  came  from 
Mahringen,  Wurttemberg  with  his  wife,  Anna  Maria,  and  the 
following  children:  Henrich,  b.  Apr.  22,  1745;  Johan

(Rec .  Lutheran  Ch.,  Mahringen,  Wurttemberg.  Adolf  Gerber

Ludwig  Nunemacher  who  arrived  in  1754  remained  in 
Germantown  with  the  Johan  Ludwig  family.

of  Philip. 

Henry  Goettel  was  a  teacher  at  St.  John's  Church,  Ham¬ 
burg,  and  later  at  Zions  Church,  Brunswick  Twp., 
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Schuylkill  Co. 


Henry  Goettel's  Will  was  made  Mar.  4,  1807,  probated 

Apr.  23,  1807  (Berks  Co.  C.  H.  A-53 1 : 4-45 6 ) .  The  English

Twp . )  warrants  were  issued  between  1750  and  1755  to  George

Shar tlesville  a  George  Wagner  received  a  warrant  on  Apr. 

26,  1753  and  another  in  1755.  A  George  Wagner  received  a 
tract  near  the  mountains  north  of  S har t les v il 1 e  in  about 
1790.  Frederick  V.  Wagner  received  one  in  this  region,  but 
that  was  in  1862. 

GEORGE  WAGNER,  SR.,  near  St.  Michael's  Church,  had  a 
son,  CHRISTOPHER,  and  a  daughter,  MARGARET.  He  probably 
was  the  father  of  JACOB  and  GEORGE.  Margaret  was  the  wife 
of  Simon  Clauser  b.  Feb.  24,  1746.  She  sold  her  inherit¬ 

ance  from  her  father,  George  Wagner,  to  her  brother, 
Christopher,  in  1777,  "one-half  part  of  a  mill  with  water 
rights  and  a  piece  of  land  of  12  acres"  (Dd.  Bk.  B-3:54 
Berks  Co.  C.  H. ) .  This  proves  that  Christopher  and  Margaret 
were  children  of  George  who  probably  died  in  about  1776. 

The  mill  was  the  Wagner  Mill  later  known  as  the 
Fishbach  Mill  near  the  present  (1958)  George  Wagner  place. 

It  was  one  of  the  mills  on  the  stream  then  known  as  Kauff¬ 
man  Creek.  Christopher's  land  was  next  to  St.  Michael's, 
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Jacob's  tract  adjoined  on  the  north,  and  George,  Sr.'s 

tract  adjoined  Jacobs  on  the  north.

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Coats  of  Arms 


The  last  few  generations  in  Europe  of  families  who 
came  to  the  colonies  must  have  been  too  preoccupied  with 
their  problems  of  religious  and  economic  persecutions  to 
have  had  an  interest  in  anything  so  trivial  as  a  coat  of 
arms.  Moreover,  after  their  arrival  here,  the  struggle  in 
building  a  place  for  themselves  in  the  new  world  could  not 
have  been  conducive  to  the  contemplation  of  family  history. 
It  is,  therefore,  understandable  why  so  many  of  their 
descendants  have  no  knowledge  of  whether  or  not  their 

families  had  coats  of  arms. 

It  must  be  remembered  that  in  the  seventeenth  century 

£here  were  several  hundred  German  states,  each  with  its 
royal  family,  its  lesser  nobility,  its  town  burgomasters, 
some  with  their  Imperial  Knights  and  Grand  Masters,  and 
various  guilds.  Since  all  of  these  groups  had  heraldic 
bearings,  it  seems  logical  that  many  of  these  early  settlerj 
came  from  families  who  had  enough  distinction  at  some  time 
to  possess  a  coat  of  arms,  although  the  need  and  use  of 
them  had  died  out  before  they  came  to  the  colonies. 

Heraldry,  or  the  distinguishing  of  families  by  symbol¬ 
ic  coats  of  arms,  began  in  the  Middle  Ages.  The  knights 
were  covered  from  head  to  foot  by  their  armor,  helmets,  and 
shields,  and  therefore  were  not  recognizable.  For  this 
reason  they  bore  on  their  shields  and  helmets  certain 
devices  which  would  identify  them.  The  device  on  the 
shield  was  the  coat  of  arms  and  the  decoration  worn  on  the 

helmet  the  crest. 
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Another  use  of  coats  of  arms  was  developed  by  guilds 
or  associations  of  merchants  and  of  artisans  who  were 
formed  to  protect  the  interests  of  their  members,  and  who 
often  were  the  governing  bodies  of  their  respective  towns. 
These  guilds  had  a  limited  membership,  so  that  the  member¬ 
ship  of  a  guild  in  its  particular  locality  naturally  became 
hereditary,  and  in  the  course  of  a  few  generations  the 
members  were  surnamed  after  their  guilds.  Examples  are 
Gerber,  tanner;  Kauffmann,  merchant;  Schumaker,  shoemaker; 
Schneider,  taylor;  Wagner,  wagonmaker;  Weber,  weaver. 

Some  of  these  names  are  represented  by  a  dozen  coats  of 
arms,  for  there  were  guilds  in  many  cities,  each  with  its 
own  armorial  bearing. 

Still  another  use  for  coats  of  arms  came  with  the 
dividing  of  the  land  into  smaller  estates  to  be  distribute* 
among  the  heirs.  The  need  for  surnames  to  prove  title  to 
property  became  necessary.  Although  the  interpretation  of 
family  names  seems  uncertain,  those  not  belonging  to 
guilds  probably  based  their  names  upon  location,  like 
Berger,  mountaineer;  and  Klauser,  dweller  near  a  sluice 
or  flood  gate.  Others  may  have  based  their  names  upon  the 
sign  of  the  house  in  which  they  were  born,  for  during  the 
Middle  Ages,  dwellings  were  designated  by  devices  like 
plants,  animals,  and  objects.  Examples  of  these  are 
Jaeger,  hunter;  Hummel,  bumblebee;  Spatz,  bird;  Meyer, 
major-domo;  Klein,  neat  man;  Leob,  dweller  at  the  sign  of 
the  lion.  Whatever  the  origin  of  devices  for  names  or 
coats  of  arms  may  have  been,  they  were  used  as  a  civil 
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convenience  to  mark  documents  and  the  like  instead  of 
signatures,  which  men  of  the  feudal  period  were  seldom 
able  to  produce. 

The  shield  with  all  of  its  adjuncts  -  helmet,  crown  or 
wreath,  crest,  mantle,  motto,  and  supporters  -  is  known  as 
the  achievement.  The  shield  with  its  design  is  the  coat  of 
arms  and  does  not  include  other  adjuncts  of  the  achieve¬ 
ment.  On  top  of  the  shield  there  is  always  a  helmet,  which 
is  omitted  in  most  of  the  drawings  here.  On  top  of  the 
helmet  is  a  round,  rope-like  circle  of  twisted  strands  of 
two  colors  which  fits  tightly  around  the  dome  of  the  helmet 
and  is  called  the  wreath.  In  case  of  peers  a  crown  is  used 
instead  of  a  wreath.  On  top  of  the  wreath  or  crown  is  the 
crest.  The  mantle,  a  cloth,  was  attached  to  the  top  of  the 
helmet  under  the  wreath  or  crown.  It  fell  loosely  over  the 
knight's  shoulders  to  protect  the  armor  from  the  sun.  In 
drawings,  the  mantle  most  often  appears  like  seaweed, 
probably  to  give  the  impression  that  it  was  badly  torn  in 
battle.  In  older  drawings,  however,  it  looks  like  a 
blanket  hung  up  behind  the  shield.  The  motto,  if  there  is 
one,  appears  on  a  scroll  at  the  bottom.
